fhis Bulletin has been projected, and to some extent heralded, 
for a year past. At first it was proposed to issue it as a Bulletin of 
the college, but it has seemed wisest to let it begin its career under 
the auspices of the Library. Should other departments than the 
library find it of real use or promise to them it may be extended in 
scope and assume the dignity of an organ of the college. As a 
Library Bulletin, its chief object will be to set forth^ and bring to the 
notice of the alumni and friends of the college, matters connected 
with the development of the library, particularly its most pressing 
needs, with a view to an increased knowledge of, and interest in the 
library, as a very essential factor in the work of the college, on the 
part of the alumni. While the Bulletin will contain items of inter- 
est connected with the college in all departments it will naturally be 
mostly occupied with library matters.. It will be published four 
times in a year, the first number appearing in June, and the four 
numbers of one year will be regarded as a volume. 



The issue of the Bulletin at this time is made possible by the 
generous offer of Mr. Frank L. Babbott '78, to guarantee its 
expenses to the amount of $100 for the first year. On this basis the 
first number is sent to every alumnus, with the earnest request that 
he send in his subscription by the use of the enclosed blank. It is 
hoped that enough subscriptions will be received to make the Bul- 
letin self-supporting and ensure its continuance. By this small 
investment every alumnus will be enabled to hear directly from the 
college four times in the year and will be kept informed in regard to 
all important matters connected with Alma Mater. 
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The annual report of the librarian for the year 1898-9 presented 
to the Trustees at the last Commencement showed the largest 
increase in the library in any one year, so far as is known, viz. 2,898 
volumes. This unusually large increase was partly due to the pur- 
chase of nearly 400 volumes of French books, under the direction of 
Professor Symington, to fill serious gaps in the library's collection of 
contemporary French literature. Also to the receipt of 402 volumes 
from the library of the late Professor Frink, presented by his mother 
and sister. These constituted for the most part a valuable addition 
to the section of Rhetoric and Elocution, which is, as a result, a 
fairly good collection. It has been carefully classified and shows 
the following number and arrangement of titles : — 

Elocution and oratory, 77 titles 

Collections of pieces for speaking, 122 " 

Rhetoric, 42 " 

English composition, 23 " 

The voice, 14 " 

Expression : Delsarte, 13 " 

There was another important gift of books to the library in 1897-8. 
The library of the late Rev. Dr. E. S. Wright (the father of John D. 
Wright '88) was presented to the college by the family, with the sug- 
gestion that books proving to be duplicates should be sent to some 
more needy institution. About 200 volumes were thus sent to Fisk 
University, Nashville, Tennessee, and 160 volumes were added to 
our own library. 

The additions to the Library in the year now closing have been 
less, but will amount to about 1500 volumes. The most important 
addition to the resources of the library this year has been the gift of 
$1000 made by Arthur Curtiss James, '89 for the purchase of books in 
American history. This money is being spent under Professor 
Morse's direction and will fill some of the more serious gaps in this 
department of the library. The fact that the collection is already a 
good one only makes its deficiencies the more glaring. But it would 
take nearer $100,000 than $1,000 to make the collection at all rich 
in the earlier Americana. Leaving this field nearly untouched, the 
present effort is to supply the books really needed for the study of 
American institutions and political history. The most considerable 
purchase yet made from the James fund is Lodge's edition of Ham- 
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ikon's Works in 9 volumes, an important set which is already quite 
a rarity. Suitable book-plates have been prepared and placed in 
each volume purchased from this fund, and also in those presented 
by Professor Frink's relatives. 



A list of all known publications connected with the college, omit- 
ting ephemeral matter like programs, tickets, etc., has been prepared 
and is printed in this number of the Bulletin. The alumni are ear- 
nestly requested to contribute to the stock now forming any copies 
that they may have, which they do not care to retain, of any of the 
earlier publications on this list. The following are specially desired :

At the same time the stock in the library may be drawn upon to a 
reasonable extent by those forming collections of Amherst material 
for public or private use. 

Special efforts are being made to secure valuable pamphlet mate- 
rial for the library, such as reports of societies, of town governments, 
etc., and also to arrange and bind the very considerable supply of 
such material already in the library. This, together with the repairs 
made necessary by the greatly increased use of the library, entails 
heavy expenses for binding, and it is very desirable that a special 
fund be provided for the purpose. A gift of $500 or $1000 to be used 
in this way would be highly appreciated, and each volume so bound 

would be labeled " Bound at the expense of the fund of $ given 

by ". 



The approaching commencement bids fair to be of unusual inter- 
est. Dr. Hitchcock's semi-centennial is to be fittingly celebrated, 
particularly by the presentation to him of a loving cup from the 
alumni in general. The class of '49 has other claims on the interest 
of the college, and its celebration will be especially noteworthy.

This year being Dr. Hitchcock's 50th anniversary, renewed inter- 
est is taken in ever3^hing connected with his remarkable work for 
the college. One fine thing that the Doctor has done has hardly 
attracted the attention it deserves. This is his collection of 
memorabilia of the college, which consists already of fifty bound 
volumes and some hundreds of pamphlets, besides cards, tickets, 
handbills, etc. without number. Growing out of this effort to file 
with the memorabilia one copy of everything printed in connection 
with the college, is the parallel one of making and keeping a stock 
Of such material to meet the constant demands from other institu- 
tions for copies in exchange. The publications connected with Dr. 
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Hitchcock's own department have lately been gone over with a view 
to making up a few sets for exchange, and certain ones are found to 
be very scarce. Anyone who is able to contribute any of the follow-

Dr. Hitchcock and his brother, Prof. Charles H. Hitchcock of 
Dartmouth College, have also deposited in the College Library a 
complete collection of the writings of their father, the late President 
Hitchcock, embracing over fifty volumes and numerous pamphlets, 
manuscripts, etc. One cannot glance at this collection without 
being forcibly impressed with a sense of the wonderful industry and 
productiveness of the author. 



The annual spring meeting of the trustees was held in Springfield, 
May nth. John E. Sanford of Taunton was elected president of 
the corporation. Prof. Wm. C. Esty was voted a year's leave of 
absence, which he will spend in literary work, his classes being 
taken by his son Thomas C. Esty. Professor Grosvenor was per- 
manently appointed to the chair of Modern Governments and 
Administrations. Arrangements were made for the exercises at 
Commencement, which will include the unveiling of the bronze bust 
of the late Prof. Wm. S. Tyler, the work of the sculptor, W. O. Par- 
tridge, which has been secured by the efforts of a committee of the 
alumni. The bust will be placed in the reading-room of the College 
Library, and it is claimed to be a fine and striking likeness. By 
vote of the Trustees, the administration of the college remains 
for the present in the hands of the committee now in charge. Dr. 
Edward Hitchcock, chairman. Professors George D. Olds and John 
M. Tyler. 

After one year's trial of the plan of having an address by a 
speaker from outside on Commencement day in place of the time- 
honored speaking by members of the graduating class, the trustees 
have thought best to return to the old plan, and it will be followed 
at the goming Commencement. 
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The faculty have lately established the Amherst Alumni Teachers' 
Exchange for the purpose of assisting Amherst men in securing 
positions. It is hoped that many graduates will find this agency 
useful. A committee of seven members of the faculty have direc- 
tion of this work and no fees will be charged for services rendered.

Alumni Teachers' Exchange, Amherst, Mass." 



Prof. Herbert B. Adams '72, whose second term as alumni trustee 
expires this year, has presented to the college library the Maryland 
Archives in seventeen quarto volumes, a very valuable series for 
American history. 



There has lately been organized the Amherst Club of Chicago, 
superseding the Western Alumni Association of Amherst College. 
Hon. Edwin F. Bayley '68 is president, and Stuart W. French '89 is 
secretary. 



The college, as well as the class of '84, is honored in the recent 
appointment of Prof. Walter F. Willcox as chief statistician of the 
United States Census Bureau. 



The trustees have provided for the publication of a small volume 
of views of the College building and grounds ; the volume will be 
sold for a small price or to some extent given away to those who can 
make good use of it. 



The attention of Amherst men everywhere should be called to the 
remarkable record made by Amherst in the Yale Theological Semin- 
ary. Comprising about one-fourth of the men in the institution, the 
Amherst delegation had this year four out of the five commencement 
speakers. The Hooker Fellowship, providing an income of $600 
for two years, which was first taken by Professor Garman, and has 
been held repeatedly by Amherst men since, went to E. W. L)anan 
'94. H. A. Jump '96 and Jay T. Stocking '95 each took two prizes, 
on« of those awarded to Mr. Stocking being the prize of $50 given 
for the best essay by a student in any department of the University. 
At the annual dinner of the Seminary four of the eight speakers 
were Amherst men. 



Professor Emerson has gone on a scientific excursion to Alaska, 
having been invited to join a party of scientists, artists and others 
organized by Mr. E. H. Harriman of New York, who assumes the 
entire expense. , 
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The class of 1884, always recognized as a leader in the matter of 
class spirit, has signalized its approaching 15th anniversary by pro- 
posing to the trustees, at their meeting in May, a plan for the erec- 
tion of a new Assembly Hall, to take the place of the time-honored 
** College Hall." The class has offered to give its class-fund of sev- 
eral thousand dollars to serve as a nest-egg for the amount needed 
for this purpose, which is estimated at $100,000, and the trustees 
have been requested by the class to set apart a site for the proposed 
building. It is certainly to be hoped that the funds needed for this 
object will be forthcoming without much delay, and that this building, 
so long and so much needed, and so well calculated to be of great 
value to the college, may soon be an actual feature of the college 
landscape. 



Hitchcock Hall is to be managed for the present as a students' 
dining hall under the direct supervision of the treasurer of the college. 



Dr. Frederick J. Bliss '80 has recently published a volume entitled 
" Excavations at Jerusalem, 1884-94," which is one of the series 
issued by the Palestine Exploration Fund, in which series his pre- 
vious work, *• A Mound of Many Cities," was also published. 



Prof. Henry Preserved Smith '69, who is very acceptably filling 
the chair of Biblical Literature and Interpretation, has lately pub- 
lished his work on the two Books of Samuel, being a part of the 
International Critical Commentary, published in America by C. 
Scribner's Sons. The work makes a large octavo volume, and 
embodies the results of many years* arduous labor in a field full of 
difficulties and embarrassments, which Dr. Smith has been singu- 
larly successful in meeting and to a large extent removing. 

Professor Todd has recently taken up his residence in the house 
standing on the fine eminence which the College acquired as a site 
for an observatory, with the fund of $15,000 given for that purpose 
by the late C. T. Wilder, of Wellesley Hills. A general plan for the 
observatory buildings to be erected on this site has been drawn and it 
is hoped that the fuuds for their erection may be secured ere long. 
Professor Todd has followed up his text-book " The New Astronomy," 
which has had a remarkably good sale, with another book, intended to 
present the essentials of astronomy in a popular and attractive form, 
with the aid of numerous and excellent illustrations. It is called Stars 
and Telescopes and is published by Little, Brown & Co. of Boston. It 
was originally based on an English work, Celestial Motions^ by W. T. 
Lynn, of the Royal Observatory, but Professor Todd has made prac- 
tically a new book, adding five entire chapters. w. i. f.

HARRIS, OCTOBER 11, 1899* 



ADDRESS ON BEHALF OF THE TRUSTEES BY DR. DONALD 

The occasion which has drawn us beneath this roof fetches its 
significance from the fact that to-day the machinery and materials 
of a venerable institution, and no less its noblest traditions and fin-i 
est spirit, are put into the hands of a man, by him henceforth to be 
controlled, directed and expanded for the highest good of humanity. 
A person is the center of our acute interest, and rightfully claims 
our S3rmpathetic audience. On other occasions we meet to do hom- 
age to Alma Mater, recalling her past, estimating her present, 
prophesying her future. But to-day the College, which sees her sons 
and servants come and go, yet through all changes lives an unbrok- 
enly developing life, bids us forget her for a moment while, with 
simple and serious ceremony, we authoritatively clothe a man with 
the prerogatives, privileges, dignities and rights of the Presidency. 
The element of personalness cannot be abstracted from what we are 
about to do. Institutions are greater than men, even in democra- 
cies ; none the less it is through men that institutions utter them- 
selves in human history. Behind every organization, be it simple as 
the village co-operative store or complex and august as the Roman 
Catholic Church, must stand a man as the guaranty of safety, sanity, 
vigor and expansion. If he fail to appear, the institution is like the

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unguided ship which floats with all her cargo safe in hold, but 
reaches no port. The search for gold is not more ardent than the 
search for men, and it is an inerrant instinct which identifies the 
success of every enterprise with the personality empowered to guide 
it. That is why to-day's event is infinitely more than a legal for- 
mality. It is the completion of the organism by the entrance into it 
of intelligent, competent personality. 

Again, the Trustees, Faculty and students are already related to 
the institution by election, appointment and matriculation, and live 
under charter, statutes and regulations. To the institution, there- 
fore, we owe, under law, service and obedience. We have volun- 
tarily assumed obligations to it. These obligations are rigidly bind- 
ing unless and until our connection with the institution is severed. 
Loyalty to the College is first of all obedience to her authority and 
fulfillment of the duties which that authority prescribes. Disloyalty 
is born of disobedience and unfaithfulness. The integrity of the 
institution rigorously demands and righteously exacts of each of us 
a conscientious service and a conscientious obedience. There is no 
room here for the law-breaking toiler or for the law-keeping idler. 
Industry and obedience are the inexorable condition of academic 
prosperity. But the institution, to secure the best service and most 
thorough loyalty, to confer the most valuable benefit and inspire the 
noblest spirit, reaches the farther verge of succes only as it achieves 
the fusion of naked obedience to impersonal law with personal trust 
in the man who embodies and utters its life. The president of an 
American college is not a petty magistrate, sentencing or fining 
youthful culprits for offences against college laws ; nor a spiritless 
drill-master holding pupils to precision in performing prescribed 
tasks ; nor a perfunctory executive of corporation decrees and fac- 
ulty decisions ; he is the recognized leader of the total intellectual 
and spiritual enterprise of the college ; eliciting, by his intelligent 
sympathy with its every department, the potential energy of each, 
and advancing by his full-rounded symmetrical interest the efficiency, 
buoyancy and serviceableness of every teacher and student who 
deserves the name. He makes the end of studentship look winning, 
and at once the means to reach that end look winning too. Obedi- 
ence to rigid law becomes glad and toil for knowledge grows light 
in the glow of an atmosphere charged with personality. That is the 
ideal of the Presidency. It has been realized. It will be realized 
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again. There have been, and there are, academic administrations 
which signally illustrate the possibility, reasonableness and benefi- 
cence of this ideal. But its realization hangs upon our readiness to 
furnish the loyalty which believes before it knows, which allows trust 
to work until experience comes, nay, which deepens trust with every 
enlargement of experience. So is it that we do more than inaugu- 
rate our chosen President to-day ; we inaugurate with him our gen- 
erous sympathy and our deep-hearted loyalty, confident that so, and 
so only, will the institution, to the last measure of its power, bless 
commonwealth and nation. 

The Trustees, and with them Faculty and Alumni, require of the 
President that he set and keep before his eyes the central and 
supreme purpose of this College. It is this : first the full recogni- 
tion of the physical, mental and spiritual potencies in the nature of 
man, and next the development of them symmetrically. No muti- 
lated creature must be graduated from these halls. Spirituality can 
never do duty for intellectuality ; nor physical strength lessen the 
imperious need of a vigorous will, a clean and illuminated conscience^ 
a reverent spirit. The intellectual weakling, who shines in the 
prayer-meeting or on the athletic field ; the physical weakling, who 
leads his class in scholarship and piety ; the spiritual weakling, who 
boasts that he has " patted his God on the head " and sneers at 
heaven and hell ; none of these is the representative or intended 
college graduate. Rather is he the man who thinks clear and 
straight and deep ; who owns a body meet for the demands of stren- 
uous life; and who has a spirit sensitive and responsive to the 
enfolding presence of God. That man, in unreckoned plenty, the 
Trustees of Amherst College ask her President to produce, because 
to secure that man, and not another, to society, the College was 
founded and has been maintained. 

The policies and methods by which this supreme purpose may be 
best fulfilled, it is the unfettered right of the President, in consulta- 
tion and co-operation with his Trustees and Faculty, to originate and 
apply. No departure from venerable custom, no redistribution of 
inherited functions, and no introduction of novel features into our 
academic world, need disturb or alarm us, so long as the cardinal 
and characteristic aim of the College is manifestly advanced. For 
the sanctity and sanction of methods are rationally established only 
by their fitness to achieve the ends and the art of living. If their 
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fitness is discredited their use may safely be discarded. The palsy 
of changelessness must not fasten upon policy, lest the solidity of 
principle be rudely shaken. And so, within the express limits of 
our Charter and Statutes, we choose to declare that our President is 
free to initiate and prosecute the methods and policies which prom- 
ise to advance the interests of truth, character, and scholarship. 

We, the Trustees, and you, Faculty, Alumni and Students, sol- 
emnly and intelligently pledge ourselves to support with unstinted 
confidence, with chivalrous loyalty, and with unslackened zeal, the 
administrative head of Amherst College. 

By authority of the Corporation, I now declare you, George Har- 
ris, Master of Arts, Doctor in Divinity and Doctor of Laws, to be 
the lawful President of Amherst College in the Commonwealth of 
^ Massachusetts. In token whereof I put into your hands the charter, 
the seal and the key of the College, bidding you to exercise all the 
rights and duties, and to enjoy all the privileges, dignities and honors 
of your office, in the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost. 

We charge you to open wide our doors to truth and the search for 
it, to righteousness, to intellectual integrity, to moral intrepidity, to 
gentle manners, to reverence and sound learning. We charge you 
to bolt them fast against the spirit of superstition, of mental timidity, 
of irreverence, of vulgarity, insincerity and all uncleanness. If you 
shall so open and bar, through the long reach of years which we 
devoutly pray is before you, you will have fulfilled our most ardent 
expectations and earned the abiding gratitude of many generations. 
May the blessing of God Almighty, and the leadership of Jesus 
Christ, and the inspiration of the Holy Ghost be with you always. 
Amen.

of my ability, so far as appertains to my office. 
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INAUGURAL ADDRESS BY PRESIDENT HARRIS 

The objects and methods of education engage the attention of 
thinking people at the present time as never before. This great 
interest was left, until lately, to professional educators, while the 
people were comparatively indifferent, but now it is a theme of dis- 
cussion in magazines and newspapers, on the platform and in con- 
versation. All the way through, from kindergarten to professional 
school, the aims of education are undergoing severe scrutiny. The 
college does not escape, but is required to give an account of itself 
in justification of its achievements and in ready adaptation to the 
instruction of all who are entitled to the advantages of liberal cul- 
ture. The decisive question is the question of fitness, which the 
college as truly as the grammar school must answer. Fitness for 
what ? Education is a means to an end. What end ? Since, 
directly or indirectly, the people are taxed for the support of the 
college, since the college is a public institution, a liberal education 
should prepare men for service in society, for citizenship in the free 
State. The subject, therefore, to which, without further preface, I 
invite your attention is " The Man of Letters in a Democracy." 
The function of cultivated men in the modern state determines the 
aims and methods of their education. 'Every question of the college 
concerning choice of studies, modes of instruction, physical culture 
and religious life must be answered in view of the function of the 
man of letters in a democracy. He is not always successful in find- 
ing his place, nor, indeed, in finding any place among the people. 
Yet no man is capable of rendering greater service, and therefore of 
sustaining greater obligation to the State, than the man of letters. 

A few axioms, briefly stated, define democracy. It is more than a 
form of government, since it exists under various forms of govern- 
ment. The function of the citizen involves more than voting and 
holding office, although these duties are important. Every value of 
life is included in the State, or better, all values are co-ordinated in 
the State. For democracy maintains and assures two things, free- 
dom and justice. To every man his right, — that is justice. It also 
is freedom. Every man, therefore, must defend the right of every 
other man, must see to it that his own objects do not conflict with 
the righteous and rightful objects of others, for thus only can all 
have freedom with justice. The right of every man is this : that he 
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should make the most and best of himself, that he should possess 
and enjoy all the values he is able to possess and enjoy. Hence the 
material, intellectual, domestic, aesthetic, moral and religious values 
are included and are protected in democracy which insures justice 
and freedom to all and to each. The attainment of one man is more 
largely in this direction, of another in that, but the State guarantees 
the right of every man in that freedom which regards the right of 
others to possess and enjoy all the legitimate values of life. Democ- 
racy is the true individualism, for it regards every person as an end, 
never as a means or a tool. It makes for the well-being of each, and 
therefore guards every institution, the family, the school, the church, 
— protects every pursuit that creates values, from the material to the 
spiritual, in a word, is itself the institute of justice and so of the 
freedom that is grounded in justice. Democracy is the true social- 
ism, which is not paternalism, but is self-government by which free 
individuals so regulate society, that is, regulate themselves, that each 
may have the utmost freedom that is compatible with the freedom of 
other mdividuals in attaining the values of personal and social life. 
These axioms, put concretely, mean bread-winning and bread-eating, 
that is, just economic conditions. They mean home and friendship, 
they mean science and art, they mean free religion, they mean the 
things the State does as a State — laws, rules, courts, tariffs, taxes, 
expansion or limitation of territory. In all these things, democracy 
protects and even helps every man in coming to his own. 

This is no other than the religious conception of society, or at 
least is largely included in the religious conception. It is not too 
much nor too little to say that Jesus came preaching and founding 
democracy — the true individualism and the true socialism — in 
which every human institution, interest and ideal has its rightful 
place. He called it the kingdom of God, which is God's purpose 
for humanity seen in the moral order of history as it has evolved, 
seen in the Christian ideal of personal worth and mutual service, 
seen in the kingdom of God on earth in which we are members one 
of another. Define the true democracy, then define the kingdom of 
God on earth ; and you will find you have simply given two titles to 
the same thing. Find me the man who is making the most and the 
best of himself in such ways that others may do the same and you 
have found me the modern saint. 

I need not say that democracy has not yet in any State fully 
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secured its object, but the social ideal of democracy is the divine 
order of humanity, and it is the duty of every one to promote that 
ideal ; by criticism, by reform, by eternal vigilance ; by intelligent 
voting, by active influence, by fraternity ; above all and through all 
by acting his own part as the righteous citizen in the free State, 
making the most and the best of himself, making his pursuit con- 
tribute to the common weal and thus converting the actual into the 
ideal republic. Surely modem democracy, if this view of it is cor- 
rect, is roomy enough even for the man of letters, — especially for 
the man of letters. 

Three attitudes now, may be taken toward the democracy in which 
we have our habitation. One attitude is withdrawal. One may 
insulate one's self from vital concern in the actual life of the people. 
Having an assured income provided by others, a man may devote 
himself to pleasure, to travel, to literary culture, putting himself 
practically out of relation to the world of human struggle and attain- 
ment. Religiously this was the monastic life of the middle ages, — 
out in the wilderness, out of the world. The gentleman of leisure 
leading a luxurious life is the secular monk. The literary dilettante 
is the intellectual or aesthetic monk. The pietist who would save 
his soul by not doing certain things is the modern religious monk. 

The second attitude is the parasitic, or even more strongly, the 
piratical. One may go into the democracy for what one can get out 
of it for one's self, looking on the existing order as an arrangement 
out of which something can be had for one's own comfort or pleas- 
ure. Such a one would exploit democracy for his own benefit and 
pay as light a tax as possible. The generations and contemporaries 
have established a society holding certain values, and the exploiter, 
like a thief in the night, breaks through and steals. The State 
saves him the trouble of maintaining a band of armed retainers. 
Laws and courts are good, for they protect him in his thieving. 
The army is at his back that he may till his vineyard and run his 
mill. The one maxim of the pirate in a democracy is, " My rights, 
your duties." 

The third attitude is the reciprocal. A man looks out on democ- 
racy and contributes to it, putting in as much as he takes out, or 
more, paying his full tax, making his pursuit part of a whole which 
is for good. He is a Christian citizen of the modem world. His 
maxim for at least half of his life is, " Your rights, my duties." 
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The man of letters, by whom I mean the man that is liberally edu- 
cated, the cultivated man, for practical purposes the college man, — 
although there are men of letters that never saw a college and college 
men that are uneducated, — the man of letters is expected to take this 
last attitude of contributing his part in promoting the ends of 
democracy, putting in as much as he takes out. He has been loudly 
accused of taking the first attitude, of insulating himself from public 
affairs, or at best of holding aloof as an impractical critic of the 
order of things, of standing on the shore declaring with many gestic- 
ulations how the ship of state should be sailed, but never handling a 
tiller or pulling a rope. There has been enough of this to bring 
reproach on academic discussion of affairs. By academic discussion 
of politics, for example, is meant theoretical, impractical, doctrinaire. 
But there is an important and indispensable part for the man of tal- 
ent and education to play. I do not say that his part is more essen- 
tial than that of the average working man, for all parts are necessary 
in the social organism. The eye cannot say to the hand, " I have 
no need of thee." But also the hand cannot say to the eye, "I have 
no need of thee." The State needs citizens of intellectual ability, 
of character and of high standards, for leaders, rulers and teachers, 
and has a right to look to the college for them. The college is an 
integral part of the system of education maintained by the State, and 
therefore the State has claims upon college-bred men. It is of little 
consequence whether colleges are established directly by the State 
or are privately endowed. In the latter case, the State grants 
immunities and exemptions and refrains from maintaining colleges 
and universities of its own. By cherishing higher educational inter- 
ests, the State signifies its need of cultivated men in the professions, 
in business, in legislation. By a process of selection, young men of 
promise and ambition continue their education for several years that 
they may render service of a higher order than manual labor, — the 
service of leadership, which is as much needed as manual labor, 
without which manual labor is inefficient. That is to say, the State 
expends on a selected class a thorough training that they may be 
fitted for highest service to the State, whether they hold political 
office or not. And this class is the real aristocracy. 

We have outgrown the crude notion that democracy is equality 
and that it has no use for an aristocracy. Some belated doctrinaires 
are still proposing schemes for equalizing the condition of men, and 
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so for equalizing men. But it is not the problem of democracy to 
raise all men up nor to draw all men down to a common level. Its 
problem is to place its best men in its highest places, to put power 
in the hands of the wisest and most capable persons, to recognize 
superiority, always to put the right man in the right place. For the 
aristocracy of birth it has no great regard, although it does not for- 
get that blood tells. For the vulgar aristocracy of wealth it has 
supreme contempt. To the accident of rank and title it is indiffer- 
ent. But it recognizes the aristocracy of merit, knowledge, charac- 
ter. Democracy would replace the aristocracy of birth by the aris- 
tocracy of worth, would set aside the aristocracy that buys place with 
gold for that which earns place by capability and distinguished ser- 
vice. Democracy needs nothing so much as it needs such an aris- 
tocracy. Otherwise it is a mob, a crowd, a horde, a mass of unor- 
ganized and disorganized units. The very word " aristocracy " 
means the rule of the best, the best men in power. If the best men 
have guidance and control, progress is constantly made. If they 
are set aside in favor of the incompetent, there is confusion and 
every evil work. There are enough capable men in the United 
States to fill all positions of trust and honor, to be a political, eco- 
nomic, intellectual aristocracy. Put them in their rightful places, 
let the aristocracy of merit be enthroned as well as acknowledged, 
and there will be that government, that national welfare, that pros- 
perity which constitute social well-being and insure progress. So 
the State does not regard all citizens as equal and draw rulers and 
leaders by lot, but wants true, wise, able, educated men for guidance, 
organization and service. Therefore in a democracy there must be 
higher education for the few who are fit by nature and may become 
fitter by training for leadership. Professor Paulsen, tracing the 
educational ideal of the future, says that " The society corresponding 
to that ideal would be that of an aristocracy of mind," and asks, ** is 
this the type toward which we are leaning ? Is the aristocracy of 
birth and wealth to be supplanted by the aristocracy of personal 
worth and merit ? " " This," he says, " has been the philosopher's 
dream from the day of Plato's Republic to the present hour. It is 
the tendency of nature. It would be the aristocracy of nature to 
have every individual stand independently upon his own personal 
merit, and not upon the achievements of his father, while the influ- 
ence of heredity, in the sense of the transmission of personal charac- 
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teristics, would not be diminished. This is the aristocracy to which 
historical development seems to point. Both Church and State have 
made considerable advancement toward the realization of this ideal 
of a personal HitCy by bestowing position and influence according to 
the degree of personal talent and efficiency without regard to birth 
and position." 

Education makes this ideal definite. The educated man is aware 
of the personal and social ideal of democracy, and can direct his 
energies intelligently towards its realization in the sphere of his own 
action. The movements of our time aifect many who do not under- 
stand them. Not until changes have occurred do the uneducated 
discern them. Anybody can compare the close with the middle of 
the century and perceive advance in means of locomotion and com- 
munication, — even in education, politics and religion. Many who 
do not understand the significance of great movements are borne 
along by them to their own material, intellectual and moral advan- 
tage. But educated men perceive tendencies in the making and 
foresee results not yet attained. To be sure, no one can read the 
future as one reads the past, for God's purposes in humanity are 
partly disclosed, partly concealed. Yet there is a direction of the 
path of progress out of the present into the future, a direction toler- 
ably plain to one who knows the past and knows men. All .liberal 
studies are for the one purpose, of showing the ideal, — the personal 
and social ideal, — not only that it may be perceived but that there 
may be direction towards it in new and changing conditions. 

I will not admit the value of any knowledge or discipline which is 
not a human value contributing to the betterment of men according 
to the ideal. Why is Greek studied ? That one may be able to read 
Greek. Why should one be able to read or speak Greek ? For 
convenience when one visits Athens. But only one out of a hundred 
college students will ever visit Athens, and that one may find his 
five years' attainment a hindrance rather than a convenience. It is 
possible, however, that the Greek of an Amherst graduate is intelli- 
gible to a modern Athenian so that the dinner can be ordered and 
the carriage driven to the Acropolis ; and it is not impossible that 
the Greek of the modern Athenian is intelligible to the Amherst 
graduate. But Greek is not studied for conversational purposes. 
It is acquired that one may read the poetry and prose of ancient 
Greece. And why should one read Greek literature t Why not 
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Chinese, to peruse the voluminous works attributed to Confucius ? 
Certainly because the literature of Greece presents the history of a 
people that created an epoch in the world's history, because it gives 
a fine type of sesthetic culture, a human ideal of vigor and 
beauty, the appreciation of which enriches life and explains tenden- 
cies working in the civilization of to-day. How significant that we 
call it humanism, and the classic languages the humanities. If 
knowledge of the Greek language does not open Greek literature, 
and if that literature does not disclose the Greek ideal, time spent 
on grammar and translation is worse than wasted. Burne-Jones 
acknowledged vast indebtedness to the master of King Edward's 
School for revealing the beauty of Greek literature. " I might say," 
he once remarked, " that I swam right into that deep, wonderful sea 
of Greek literature and pagan mythology ; and just as I have never 
forgotten my first visit to France which gave me a sense of the 
poetry of background, or my first visit to Siena where I found m y 
spiritual ancestry in art, so I never can forget my introduction to 
the beautiful pagan mythology and lovely legends and literature of 
Greece." Amherst College for more than half a century had a 
scholar and teacher who quickened Greek poetry and oratory with 
the breath of life, who made us see the ideals of heroes, sages and 
poets, who with rare insight and breadth beautified and dignified the 
art, politics, and theology of Greece. With such a tradition, re- 
inforced by our oldest classical professor who still teaches and lives 
illuminated by the inner light of wisdom and wit, she can never 
cease to be a classical college. 

Go to the other extreme and ask the reason for studying a natural 
science, biology, for example. Why has Appleton Cabinet been 
elongated to resemble a piece of new cloth on an old garment ? 
Why do large classes throng the lecture-room to learn about worms, 
fishes, birds, anthropoids, anthropoi ? From curiosity simply ? 
That is a good reason, to know the wonderful works of God. To 
gain useful knowledge? Doubtless. But when we say that, we 
mean useful to man, certainly not useful to worms and fishes. 
Whatever is useful to man is useful to man as man in society, in a 
democracy, to furnish material support for the making of the ideal 
man. Above all, knowledge of living nature, up to and including 
humanity, is knowledge of the thought and purpose of God, culmin- 
ating in man, the psychical, moral, spiritual being made in the image 
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of God. Great popular audiences listen to lectures by a biologist 
that they may know man in his origin, evolution and destination, — 
man, the child of God in God's great family which is the ideal soci- 
ety, the true democracy. 

I will not carry you over the curriculum of studies, although 
it would give me pleasant opportunity to refer to eminent 
teachers of the past and present, to show that history, gov- 
ernment, philosophy, ethics, economics, the modem literatures, 
especially English literature, are mastered that one may intelligently 
take his place to direct himself and his fellows toward the attainment 
of the ideal in good government, in honest industry, in the pure fam- 
ily, in the Christian church. 

This view determines the kind of education to the last detail. It is 
an old debate whether education is for gaining knowledge or for gain- 
ing discipline, — whether it is preparation for a pursuit or preparation 
for life. That debate is closed. All teachers agree that education is 
for discipline and that discipline is for citizenship, that is, for life and 
service in a democracy. The theory that education is a training solely 
for some pursuit, — carpentry, book-keeping, engineering, medicine, 
law, —is the theory of going into the State for what one can get out of it 
for one's self. Everyone should, indeed, be trained for some pursuit, 
since a man's first duty is to get his living so that he shall not be a 
burden on others. But that is not education ; it is apprenticeship. 
It trains the specialist, not the citizen. That theory is giving way 
all through the grades of education. The public schools no longer 
stuff the mind with a mass of heterogeneous facts, to give a smatter- 
ing of all kinds of knowledge ; but they train the powers of observa- 
tion and judgment so that scholars can study for themselves, — the 
best preparation, indeed, for any pursuit. They reduce the number 
of studies so that there may be thorough training. They stimulate 
a taste for reading so that if the child leaves school at the age of 
fourteen years, he will know something more than how to add figures 
correctly. Even manual training is not to make blacksmiths but to 
train eye and hand. Higher up in education we are suspicious of a 
training which is exclusively technical and professional. Technical 
schools include history, literature and languages as well as mathe- 
matics, sciences and the use of tools. Professional schools insist on 
the college degree. Of course, there can be no culture without 
knowledge, for the mind and truth are correlative. The mind can- 
not be disciplined by working out curious puzzles. Discipline is the 
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power of gaining knowledge, and that power can be trained only by 
actual investigation and aquisition. 

Granting that culture is the primary object of education, it does not 
follow that there is only one kind of discipline, as the classical, — that 
the ancient languages and mathematics are the only regimen for mak- 
ing the man of letters. The equation of culture may have for its second 
term almost any actual knowledge. The classical discipline has 
held its ground for a long time, for two or three centuries, because 
for a long time it was undoubtedly the best available discipline. 
And it may always be trusted, when its objects are kept in view, to 
give true culture. It came in, we all know, with the revival of learn- 
ing, at the Renaissance, making a great fight for its place against 
scholasticism and ecclesiasticism. The Greek and Roman litera- 
tures were the best sources of knowledge and culture. Their intro- 
duction was a great broadening of knowledge and opened a new and 
wide horizon. Their revival, with other causes, turned men of 
learning from the Church to the State and gave birth to modem 
democracy. For one and a half centuries, Latin and Greek were 
requisite tools for all training as well as means of mental discipline, 
since laws and letters were couched in those languages, especially in 
Latin, which, indeed, had been studied as a language by ecclesiastics 
but not as a literature. Yet with the revival of learning, students 
really acquired the classic languages. When study of them degen- 
erates into mere language drill, and when thousands, in fact, never 
get beyond that, or cannot read a passage at sight, the value of such 
study is not obvious. Allow, however, the full worth of the classical 
discipline. Yet even so there are other studies now of equal or 
greater value. The best literature of the world is written in the 
English language. The study of English, so that students may 
enjoy its treasures and may cultivate a correct style of writing, is the 
first requisite of a liberal education, is an indispensable means of 
culture, and is the most admirable training for the man of letters 
who is to take his place in an English democracy. Fortunately 
there is a revival of interest in its value for culture, a revival which 
has great promise, but the very fact of revival indicates a strange 
neglect. Fortunately also there is no American college that has a 
more accomplished corps of professors and instructors in the English 
language and literature than our own Alma Mater. Other modern 
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languages, especially German and French, open the literature of 
those nations and are also necessary to the study of history, theology 
and science. European and American history have as great value 
as ancient history both for knowledge and for training. Economics 
and the sciences are indispensable knowledges to the liberally edu- 
cated man of to-day. These studies could not be pursued at the 
time of the revival of the classical languages. European history 
was in the making. The American commonwealth did not exist 
The historical method was unknown. English, German and French 
literature, speaking broadly, had not been called into being. Natural 
science was not born. Astronomy was geocentric, chemistry was 
alchemy, while zoology, biology and anthropology were not dreamed 
of. Is there really sufficient reason now for giving preeminence to 
the classical training, for valuing the degree which stands especially 
for that training above the degree which stands for knowledge of 
modern science, history, language and literature ? Is there, indeed, 
any reason why one degree should not stand for both kinds of train- 
ing, since both are a liberal education, a true culture, since both 
produce the man of letters ? I have said no word in disparagement 
of classical education, but I am bold to maintain that it has ceased 
to have the right of way and that it can no longer arrogate to itself 
superiority over education in modern literature, history and science, 
especially since those studies are now added to some extent to the 
classical course. More than that, I believe that the classical and 
mathematical education without the modem is inferior to the modern 
without the classical. My judgment is formed from the point of 
view of the man of letters in a democracy. The classical training 
alone does not fit him for his rightful place in the world, while mod- 
ern literatures, history, science and economics do train him for ser- 
vice in the republic. These opinions are by no means novel nor 
startling. This object of education is recognized to a large degree 
in all the colleges and universities. The progress which has been 
made and the evolution which is to proceed are in that direction. 
This College has been conservatively slow in educational evolution, 
although compared with the curriculum to which some here were 
limited years ago, there has been considerable enlargement. The 
College has men of more than local distinction in the natural 
sciences, in modem history, in English, French and German litera- 
ture, so that she is admirably equipped for broadening education 
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along these lines. The philosopher's chair has been occupied from 
the time of Seelye to the present hour by profound and stimulating 
teachers at whose feet classicists and scientists are glad to sit. The 
College obviously should, urgently must, and easily can enlarge the 
range of studies so as to give equal value to so-called classical and 
scientific education. 

It would be premature on my part and inappropriate to this occa- 
sion to enter more fully into the details of desirable modifications 
and broadening of the curriculum. But I have allowed myself, 
with considerable confidence in the light of my subject, to indicate 
certain educational needs. 

There is, however, one consideration further which should not be 
overlooked. I have said that the college is part of the system of 
education maintained by the State. Now, high schools have come 
into existence as part of that system. Those schools, necessarily, 
besides providing classical training, give education in English, his- 
tory, modern languages and the sciences. It is with considerable 
difficulty that classical teaching, especially in Greek, is maintained 
by appropriations from the towns and cities. Assuming that as 
good a training is given in modem as in classical studies, and that 
is the case in the best high schools, ought not the college to receive 
their graduates and to receive them on equal terms ? While privately 
endowed preparatory schools were the only avenues to college, it 
was easy to prescribe a classical preparation for all. To be sure, 
that involved what some conservative educators object to, — definite 
election of studies at a very early age. For the boy who was to 
have more than a common school education, it was determined at 
the age of twelve or fourteen that he should study Latin, Greek and 
mathematics for eight years, as President Eliot has recently pointed 
out. However, the arrangement was manageable. But now the pub- 
lic high schools educate boys on to the age of eighteen with choice 
from a broad range of studies, and to a boy who has been well 
trained in other than classical studies, and who desires higher educa- 
tion, the door of the college should be wide open. It is a duty the 
colleges owe the State which is, after all, their foster mother. Indeed, 
the colleges must do this for their own preservation, because the 
number of those who resort to the private schools will be constantly 
less, relatively, as the high schools develop on the lines of broader 
and better education. For the comfort of the classicists, should 
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they need any, I suggest that, as French and German are begun in 
college by students in the classical course, it might be well to teach 
Greek from the beginning to those who, not having studied it at 
all, desire the much praised advantage of classical culture. 

The duty of the college to prepare the man of letters for his 
place in a democracy might be shown to determine the methods of 
instruction, that he may be trained to observe and judge for him- 
self, that he may be productive and not merely receptive, that his 
own individualism may be developed, which cannot be done if he is 
put under precisely the same methods as a hundred others are under. 
But on this I will not linger. 

We might also dwell upon the indirect as well as the direct service 
of men of letters in modern life. An aristocracy of culture is 
needed to prevent the dominance of an aristocracy of wealth. The 
very presence of a large body of men of culture is a silent correct- 
ive of plutocracy. Culture stands above and stands against the 
vulgar materialism of covetousness, against demagoguery in politics, 
against cant and sentimentalism in religion. Ten men of culture 
living up to their standards, speaking correct English, promoting 
education and religion, are enough to save any Sodom in which they 
dwell from its coarseness and vulgarity. Formerly all students in 
college were destined for the learned professions. It is well that so 
large a number of those who are to engage in business are graduates 
from colleges. They may forget their Latin, Greek and mathemat- 
ics, and, indeed, pretty much all they learned, as do other students 
in the professions ; but they have high standards, their dearest asso- 
ciations are with old fellow-students, they love the college and help 
it as they can, — they are men of letters in the office, mill, senate — 
in the democracy. 

The college community itself is a democracy in miniature. It is 
the most democratic community in existence. Men are not estimated 
here by false standards, least of all by wealth. No student is despised 
or neglected because he is poor, nor flattered and admired because he 
is rich. Talent, merit, worth, character are the dominant standards. 
Indeed, a student may be handicapped by wealth, may therefore 
not have as fair a chance as others in the race, must be superior in 
a marked degree, to overcome prejudice. ** He is rich but he is a 
first-rate fellow ; he has plenty of money but he is a good scholar, 
a fine athlete, an all-round man." Colleges have, it is true, artificial 
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standards. It is not good form to talk of one's self, to wear 
clothes of a particular cut, to make advances to higher classmen, to 
associate with professors, and what not. In his Freshman year, by 
some trifling act or heedless speech, a man may damn himself so 
that he never recovers his place. In such ways, few men are so 
cruel as students. Yet, on the whole, men are estimated at their 
value. Generosity, honor, sincerity, culture, obtain rightful recogni- 
tion. The peculiar institutions of the college, such as the fraterni- 
ties, which may be a source of evil, may also be opportunities for 
checking narrowness, for teaching men to live in democratic relations 
to all, while enjoying to the full legitimate groupings by affinity. 
The college is fatal to favoritism, for its principles are freedom and 
justice, the principles of fair play, the principles of democracy. 

Here is the advantage of a college not too large, not so large but 
that there is general acquaintance, yet large enough to have the 
enthusiasm of numbers. Exactly the right number I do not know. 
I never heard of a college or university that was not gratified with 
increasing numbers. Yet there is such a thing as an unwieldy insti- 
tution, unwieldy for personal acquaintance. Amherst should give 
its fine privileges to as many as can enjoy those privileges, but if the 
college becomes a crowd, the advantages are reduced, the college is 
swamped. What we desire is a healthy growth, and healthy growth 
is gradual so that there is assimilation, not sudden expansion. The 
•most serious problem of thronged universities and colleges, indeed, 
of any university or college, is the problem of individual instruction 
and influence. The dangers of wholesale, uniform instruction are 
as great in the college as in the common school. England has no 
universities, as we use the term. A number of separate colleges, 
each with its own dons, fellows and scholars, are in the same place, 
but are distinct. No graduate of Oxford is prouder of his college 
than the graduate of Balliol in the days of Jowett, a time when the 
numbers were small but the influence of the master was great. That 
college has had a remarkable proportion of men who were and are 
leaders in affairs of State. — But I am going astray. 

The college in a democracy, let me add, does much for the physi- 
cal type of man, — for physical culture. Intellectual goes along 
with muscular vigor. The Greek and English types have not been 
surpassed. Yet how large a place sports, games, contests have had 
in Greek and English life. The indispensable condition of attaining 
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that type is the contest. The runner ran for a prize, else he would 
not have run. It is possible to make athletics too large an interest. 
No college cares to be distinguished only as the unfailing winner of 
games. Yet interest in rivalries has changed the type of scholar 
from the pale, stooping student, to the ruddy, erect, vigorous man. 
Amherst was the pioneer in requirement of physical culture, and 
honors mightily the man, as young to-day as the youngest of us, who 
introduced and developed compulsory gymnastics. But it would be 
a misfortune if all were left to the gymnasium. Contests of strength 
and skill start in a rude rough-and-tumble, but evolve into safe, 
scientific, intelligent play. A Faculty should do more than to tol- 
erate sports, certainly should not look askance upon them, but should 
encourage and regulate them. There is something wrong with a 
college that becomes indifferent to out-of-door play and does not 
care to excel in athletic contests. Not only is this interest healthy, 
preventing a multitude of sins and developing the sturdy men of 
letters ; it is good for the country when men of bfains and culture, 
the true aristocracy, are out in the open, are fond of sports, are 
physically vigorous, — when the man is always a boy. It once hap- 
pened in the chapel of Yale University that the preacher failed to 
interest the students and that they gave palpable signs of restiveness. 
A professor remarked to the preacher afterwards, " You must remem- 
ber that two-thirds of the students are mere boys." " No," said 
Professor Hadley, the father of the new President, "that is not if. 
Two-thirds of every student is a mere boy." The proportions may 
change, but a goodly part of a man should be boy. Only let the 
man steer the boy. Here is the philosophy of governing a college. 
Let the President, at least, remember that every student is part 
boy, and try to keep him " boy eternal." 

It seems a far cry from athletics to religion, yet the word holiness 
means wholeness, health. To walk in the spirit there must be feet 
and legs to walk on. Body, soul and spirit, the Apostle says, are to 
be preserved blameless. We call the true type of religion the 
healthy type, the manly t)rpe. The religious man has manly charac- 
ter, is sound, sane, moral, social, simple, real. He trusts God and 
serves his fellow men with his talents and culture and strength in the 
kingdom of God, which is the Christian democracy. Some deplore 
the fact that fewer students now than formerly enter the ministry. I 
am not so sure that it is to be deplored, certainly not so long as edu- 
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cated men mean to render service in society according to their gifts. 
Let it be understood that all men of letters have a place and a work 
in the Christian State, and adjustments of function,— preaching, 
healing, manufacturing, legislating, governing, — will be rightly made. 
Some of you have come back to-day to show your hearty interest 
in the College and in a new administration. Your real interest is 
not merely in reviving the good fellowship of early years, but in the 
work of your College to make men of whose achievements you will 
be proud. Your hope is that Amherst, in the future as in the past, 
will train men of letters for professions and pursuits in which they 
will serve their day and generation. The College will go on with 
daily tasks and diversions without consciously thinking every 
moment of the large objects I have tried to indicate. But those 
standards will rule in our studies, sports, friendships and religion. 
Trustees, Faculty, students, alumni and President will co-operate to 
make Amherst a college for true, fine culture and foi character- 
building, so that every alumnus shall be able to say, ** I am a gradu- 
ate of no mean college." Behind me, looking down on you, and, as 
it were, pushing me to the front, are the faces of my predecessors, 
some of them distinguished as scientists, philosophers, educators, all 
of them without exception devoted according to their standards to 
the welfare of the College. The first two, known by few here, cre- 
ated the College. I remember, as many of you remember, Hitch- 
cock, enthusiastic pioneer in science, lover of scenery, lover of young 
men ; Stearns, my president, dignified, reverent, sympathetic ; See- 
lye, my professor, ethical philosopher, personating in himself the 
ideal of highest worthiness and inspiring it in others. Royal men 
whose works do follow them. It is not for the new-comer to imitate 
those inimitable men but to emulate them in loyalty to the College, 
in promoting the education of men for the intellectual, moral and 
religious service of true manhood. Other men have labored and my 
colleagues with me enter into their labors, to perpetuate the line of 
lettered men who take their place and do well their work in the 
Christian democracy. 
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COHHENCEHENT 

Two things conspired to give special interest to the commence- 
ment exercises of 1899 : the election of a new President of the col- 
lege, and the celebration of the fiftieth anniversary of Dr. Hitch- 
cock's graduation. The attendance of alumni was unusually large. 
In fact, the number registering at the library, 428, was larger than 
in any previous year. 

This was the more remarkable from the fact that no special exer- 
cises were advertised, like the semi-centennial of a fraternity, or other 
similar attractions often connected with Commencement. The exer- 
cises were about as usual, but Sunday evening, instead of the time- 
honored address before the Hitchcock Society of Inquiry (more 
recently before the Y. M. C. A.), there was a service in the College 
Church in honor of Rev. Dr. Elias Riggs, of the class of 1829, the 
oldest living graduate. The church was well filled with an inter- 
ested audience. Back of the pulpit was hung a large portrait of Dr. 
Riggs. The address of the evening was delivered by Rev. Nehe- 
miah Boynton, d. d., of the Class of 1879. Rev. Daniel Bliss, 
D. D., of the Class of 1852, President of the Syrian Protestant Col- 
lege at Beiriit, presided. 

Dr. Riggs is still in active service at the Bible House in Constan- 
tinople, being at present engaged in the preparation of a Bible in 
raised letters for the blind, of whom there are so many in the East. 
He is now in his eighty-ninth year, having graduated at the age of 
nineteen and entered upon his life-work in the East before he was 
twenty-two. He is a remarkably accomplished linguist, being able to 
preach in Armenian, Bulgarian and Turkish as well as in Greek, speak- 
ing French and German, and reading Chaldee, Syriac, Arabic, Italian 
and Spanish. He has translated the Bible into the three first named 
languages, and copies of the versions, which rank high in linguistic 
scholarship, are in the College Library. 

Monday and Tuesday were occupied with the usual prize speak- 
ings, the Glee Club Concert and the Senior Dramatics. The play 
presented by the seniors was " The Magistrate " by Arthur W. 
Pinero, and the rendering, very creditable to the class, was enjoyed 
by a large audience. 

To a greater extent than usual the interest of the week centered 
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in the Commencement dinner, at which it was hoped by many that 
President-elect Harris might be present. This was not to be, but 
the statement made by Dr. Lamson on behalf of the Trustees as to 
Dr. Harris's election and acceptance gave great satisfaction, and 
aroused much enthusiasm among the alumni. Dr. Geo. A. Leland 
'74, gracefully performed the duty of presenting to Dr. Hitchcock a 
large and beautiful loving-cup on behalf of his friends among the 
alumni. Inside the cup Dr. Leland placed a bag of gold eagles 
representing the subscriptions not needed for the cup itself, which 
ran well up into the hundreds of dollars. More gratifying to the 
Doctor than these substantial tokens of regard, must have been the 
reception accorded to him as he accepted the gift. The love and 
esteem of the whole body of alumni was manifested in a most 
delightful manner. His first act, on receiving the cup, was to place 
it in the hands of Mrs. Hitchcock as the one he " loved best of all ; " 
after which he made a brief and effective speech of acknowl- 
edgement. 

Other speakers at the dinner were Hon. F. H. Gillett, '74, who 
presided, Hon. Charles H. Allen, '69, Assistant Secretary of the Navy, 
Dr. Wm. J. Rolfe, '49, W. M. Rowland, ^63, Professor F. J. E. Wood- 
bridge, '89, and Alfred E. Stearns, '94. 

The election of alumni Trustee in place of Professor Herbert B. 
Adams, '72, the expiration of whose second term made him ineligible 
for re-election, resulted in the choice of Frank N. Look, '77, of Flor- 
ence, Mass. 

The class of '89 celebrated their decennial anniversary with 
becoming spirit. Out of ninety-three who graduated with the class, 
fifty were present, and brought with them a nearly equal number of 
wives and children. In respect to numbers and genuine enthusiasm 
it was the most successful decennial on record. 

Only second to it was the fifteenth annual of the class of '84. Out 
of seventy-three who graduated there were present thirty-one, and the 
class evinced the same earnest class spirit and the same love for the 
college that have always characterized it. 

The following statement as to classes holding reunions at this 
Commencement may be of interest. There were present of '96, 39 
men; of '94, 18 ; of '89, 49 ; of '84, 31 ; of '79, 15 ; of '74, 27 ; of 
'69, 19 ; of '64, 4 ; of 59, 7 ; of '54, 2 ; of '49, 7 ; of '39, o. These 
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figures are taken from the register kept at alumni headquarters, and 
fall somewhat short of the entire number present. 

From this register it appears that in the last ten years, (omitting 
those resident in Amherst) 1323 different graduates have attended 
commencement one or more times. Of this number 309 have been 
back three times or more and loi five times or more. The state- 
ment may be made in this form : that the average Amherst graduate 
(counting only living graduates in making up the figures) returns to 
commencement once in eight years. There are however 1240 out of 
the 2700 graduates now living who have not attended commencement 
all in ten years past. 



INAUGURATION OF PRESIDENT HARRIS 

President Harris spent the summer quietly at Mt. Desert. His 
house at Amherst was thoroughly overhauled and put in excellent 
condition throughout, and the grounds in front were regraded and 
for the first time brought into harmony with the surroundings, — a 
decided improvement. 

On the evening of September i8th the Amherst members of the 
University Club of Boston gave President Harris a reception and 
dinner at the Exchange Club. Dr. L. D. Shepard, '62, presided and 
speeches were made by A. H. Dakin, '84, E. Winchester Donald, ^69. 
M. F. Dickinson, Jr., '62, Rush Rhees, '83, Dr. Hitchcock, Professor 
Todd and President Harris. Much enthusiasm over the prospects 
of the college was manifested. 

The inauguration of President Harris took place on October i ith. 
The exercises were held in College Hall, which was decorated with 
the portraits of the former presidents handsomely imbedded in a 
mass of oak foliage brilliant with the autumnal tints. The proces- 
sion of undergraduates, faculty and alumni formed at Walker Hall 
at 2.15 p. M., and marched across the campus to the President's 
house where President Harris and the invited guests were received 
and escorted to College Hall. The platform was occupied by the 
guests of the occasion, including many ladies, the trustees of the Col- 
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lege, and those having part in the exercises. Among the guests 
were Presidents Eliot of Harvard, Hadley of Yale, Tucker of Dart- 
mouth, Carter of Williams, Low of Columbia, Raymond of Wesleyan, 
Warren of Boston University, Seelye of Smith, Taylor of Vassar, 
Mead of Mt. Holyoke. The hall was completely filled with an audi- 
ence consisting largely of the undergraduates, who entered heartily 
into the spirit of the occasion. 

After prayer by Professor Egbert C. Smyth, d. d. of Andover, the 
Glee Club sang "Hail, Alma Mater." Rev. E. Winchester Donald, 
D. D., speaking for the Trustees, presented to Dr. Harris the charter^ 
seal and key of the College. 

President Harris then delivered his inaugural address, which is 
printed elsewhere in this number, and was received with much inter- 
est and followed by hearty applause. 

At the close of the regular exercises, the President of the Senior 
class led the college in enthusiastic cheers for the colleges repre- 
sented by the invited guests. As each college was cheered, its pres- 
ident or other representative rose and bowed an acknowledgement. 
It was significant of the progress in women's education that five 
of the colleges called out in this way were colleges for women. The 
reception accorded to Presidents Eliot, Hadley, Low and Tucker 
was particularly enthusiastic. 

It may safely be said that Amherst was never before honored by 
the presence of so many college and university dignitaries. 

The public exercises of inauguration were followed by a reception 
given by President and Mrs. Harris in their house, which was a 
delightful occasion, giving the many alumni and others present an 
opportunity to meet the distinguished guests of the college. 

The exercises of the day were in charge of a committee consisting 
of President Harris, Dr. Hitchcock, Professors Todd and Grosvenor.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN FOR THE YEAR 1898-9 



The additions to the library in the past year have been less than 
usual, amounting to 1553 volumes, making the total number now in 
the library 71,780. The falling off in additions is largely accounted 
for by the excessive increase of the year before, when* 2,898 volumes 
were added; the average of the two years is over 2200 volumes 
which is above the average for ten years past. Of the 1553 volumes 
added this year but 614 represent books purchased, 510 volumes 
having been received as donations and 429 being volumes of period- 
icals and pamphlets bound. The volumes of periodicals bound 
ought really to be included as purchases, as most of them are sub- 
scribed for and they constitute a large share of the most valuable 
publications in many departments of study. Thus it appears that 
something over 1000 volumes were added by purchase and about 
500 were presented. This latter number is quite largely made up of 
documents and reports received from the United States government, 
and from state, city and town authorities. In connection with the 
study of social and economic questions these documents are 
extremely useful, and we have made efforts to procure the more 
important ones from various parts of the country as well as from 
the national government. 

In addition to the volumes received by gift, 1043 pamphlets have 
also been given, the number of individual donors being 408. This 
does not include the colleges with which we exchange catalogues and 
other publications. Among the more important donations are the 
following: — Arthur Curtiss James, of the class of 1889, $1000 to be 
expended for works in American history ; Prof essor Herbert B. Adams, 
of Baltimore, 1 7 volumes of Maryland Archives ; Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Co., of Boston, History of the Company ; Authors' Club 
of New York, ** Liber Scriptorum " ; Hon. Chauncey M. Depew, his 
Orations and Speeches, 2 vols.; Arthur H. Dakin, of Boston, 92 cat- 
alogues of Amherst College, many of them early and scarce ; Dodd, 
Mead & Co., International Cyclopaedia, 15 vols.; Maryland Commis- 
sion on Record of Soldiers, History and Roster of Maryland Regi- 
ments, 2 vols.; Family of the late Professor R. H. Mather, 36 vols.mis-

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cellaneous books ; Princeton University, Record of the Sesquicenten- 
nial Celebration. 

There is little to add to the report made a year ago as to the 
work done in the library during the year. This year, as last, we 
have had the help of two young women acting as " pupil assistants " 
with no compensation, and of two others who have received very 
small pay for a part of their time. They have done much excellent 
work, certainly well offsetting what they have received in the way of 
training. The work of reclassifying the library and revising the 
catalogue, adding type-written class-lists, has gone forward on the 
lines indicated last year, and the library is the more useful, — the 
more readily used, — for all that is done in this direction. 

The addition of $5000 to the Alden Fund has allowed the expend- 
iture of nearly $100 for the printed catalogue on cards (prepared 
cooperatively by the American Library Association) of lirticles in 
scientific serials and transactions. This catalogue makes available 
a large mass of valuable papers hidden away in important sets of 
volumes in our library, and also enables us to observe what singles 
volumes or parts of sets not subscribed for by us, we need to procure 
to obtain papers of special scientific value. The whole library has 
been carefully compared with the shelf-lists during the year, as is 
usual. By this means many displacements are corrected, and some 
few books are found missing. 

The need of artificial light in the book-stack was very much felt 
during the short days of the winter, and each successive year makes 
this need more imperative as the library is being brought more com- 
pletely into the service of the college work. No similar expendi- 
ture could be more conducive to the best interests of the college 
than that needed to make the book-stack accessible after four 
o^clock in the winter, the hours from four to nine being precisely 
those in which it can be made the most useful, as recitations are 
then mostly closed. 

The present book-stack has a nominal capacity of 120,000 vol- 
umes, but its actual capacity, taking into account the need of pro- 
vision for constant expansion by spare space distributed through the 
whole building, cannot be estimated at over 90,000. It will not be 
long before the point is reached when an enlargement of the build- 
ing will be a necessity. Such an enlargement can be easily effected 
by extending the building to the rear, letting the extension, standing 
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on the lower ground, have only four stories above the basement as 
against the six in the present stack. Such an extension to accom- 
modate 50,000 volumes should not cost more than $15,000. The 
matter is mentioned now, not as one needing immediate attention, 
but as one which will have to be reckoned with in the near future.

To any one examining the above given list it must be a matter of 
surprise that the number of our alumni who appear in it is so small. 
With nearly 3,000 graduates, of whom many are occasionally pro- 
ducing books and pamphlets, and many others are in a position to 
furnish documents and publications of official bodies and societies, 
it would seem that the library should oftener be remembered in 
this way. 



One interesting feature of the last Commencement season was the 
unveiling of the bronze bust of the late Professor W. S. Tyler, the work 
of Wm. Ordway Partridge, in the Reading Room of the College 
Library. This ceremony was connected with the annual meeting of 
the Alumni Association, on the morning of Commencement day. 
The room was crowded with an interested audience, Professor 
Tyler's widow and other members of the family occupying the place 
of honor in front seats. Mr. Herbert L. Bridgman, *66, speaking 
for the committee who had charge of the subscription for providing 
the bust, made a brief address, eulogizing Professor Tyler and 
expressing the personal esteem and veneration for him cherished by 
the whole body of the alumni for the fifty-five years of his connec- 
tion with the college. Mr. Charles M. Pratt, '79, responded on 
behalf of the Trustees, accepting the memorial and adding his testi- 
mony and that of the Board to Professor Tyler's worth and services. 



The college was honored in having Professor Emerson as a mem- 
ber of the Harriman expedition to Alaska the past summer. The 
expedition comprised probably the most noteworthy company of 
scientists ever brought together in the United States for a similar 
purpose, among them being Dr. C. Hart Merriam, zoologist of the 
Interior Department, Mr. John Burroughs, President David Stan- 
Jordan of Leland Stanford University, Mr. G. K. Gilbert, of the 
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U. S. Geological Survey, Mr. John Muir, and Dr. W. H. Dall of the 
Smithsonian- Institution, Mr. E. H. Harriman of New York organ- 
ized the expedition and bore the entire expense. The party, con- 
sisting of about fifty men and six women, went to Seattle by special 
train about June ist, where there were many additions to the company 
including several competent photographers. As an illustration of 
the industry of the members of the expedition, it is stated that over 
6,000 photographs were taken. It was, indeed, no mere junketing 
trip, but a thoroughly organized exploration, valuable results being 
accomplished in all the sciences, and large additions made to our 
knowledge of Alaska and the Aleutian islands. Professor Emerson's 
attention was given mostly to the glaciers and volcanoes, and he was 
enabled to complete his personal examination of the entire Pacific 
line of volcanoes, which he had before gone over from Java to Japan. 
The expedition visited a bay in the northern part of Alaska, which 
has not been seen before by white men, and gave to seven large 
glaciers terminating in this bay the names of Bryn Mawr, Smith, 
Vassar, Wellesley, Harvard, Yale, and Amherst. 

The rich and various scientific results of this expedition will later 
be published and it will be seen that Mr. Harriman not only gave a 
pleasant summer outing to a company of hard-worked scientists and 
others, but furnished a noble example of the " endowment of 
research." 



In the death of the late Dr. Charles M. Lamson, not only does 
the College lose one of its most useful and honored Trustees, but 
the Library in particular suffers in missing one who always took a 
lively interest in this part of the college work. His visits to the 
Library, both as a member of the Trustees' committee to examine it, 
and in his individual capacity, were frequent, and were a source of 
inspiration and strength to those at work there. Dr. Lamson was 
in a singular and impressive way a humane man. His broad and 
deep humanity shone in his face, resounded in his voice and thrilled 
in the pressure of his hand. In him the man was never obscured in 
the official, and it was difficult to see in him the functionary even 
when he was engaged in official work. For such men the world is 
the richer, not merely while they live to bless it with their presence, 
but as long as memory preserves the aroma of their personality.

B. W. Hitchcock, '81, R. S. Woodward, '81, and W. C. Atwater, 
'84, have kindly furnished information as to the " E. P. D." and 
"P. Q." societies, and the Thirty-four Cent Club. Mr. Hitchcock 
has also contributed to the collection of memorabilia gold badges of 
the Chi Delta Theta and N. L. D. societies, the former dated 1824, 
the latter 1831, also a pin of the Beta Nu. Any similar badges or 
pins would be gratefully received and carefully preserved in the col- 
lection. Two show cases have been placed in the fire-proof portion 
of the building to contain the part of this collection which can so be 
exhibited, and already visitors find it well worth their attention. 



Many requests reach us for sets of the annual Obituary Records. 
Unfortunately only small editions were printed of the earlier issues, 
and they are already exhausted. The suggestion has been made 
that these early numbers be reprinted. It would certainly be a good 
thing to have the stock thus replenished and public libraries applying 
could then be supplied with complete sets. The first eleven num- 
bers are the ones needing reprinting. To print 200 copies would 
cost about $125, and the gift of that sum to be so applied would be 
the means of real advantage to the college and the public. 



In the most noteworthy of the discussions in the recent Interna- 
tional Congregational Council in Boston and again in President 
Hadley's inaugural address at Yale, there was a strong protest 
against the practice of giving beneficiary aid to students in college 
or seminary. The present thought on this subject seems to be that 
an institution should give aid only in the form of pay for service 
rendered or in that of loans. Amherst College has large funds in 
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the form of scholarships, but practically no provision for paying stu- 
dents for service rendered. The library has the benefit of the Alden 
Fund of $10,000, the income to be employed for the " cataloguing 
and arranging of books," part of which must necessarily be paid to 
an expert cataloguer, the rest going to pay for student help. 
The detailed work that may be done in the library in the way of 
arranging, cataloguing and indexing its treasures, and so making 
them more available and more useful, is almost endless, and much 
of this work can be done by student helpers. Another fund of 
$10,000 would enable the library to profit by the services of three or 
four more students each year and so be of double value, helping 
them as well as the library. There could hardly be a more useful 
investment of such a sum for the benefit of the college. Several 
men graduating at Amherst have become leaders in librarianship 
through having worked in the library while in college. So this work 
becomes almost equivalent to a course of study. 



The Summer School under Dr. Sauveur's direction held its ses- 
sion as usual from July 10 to August 18, and was attended by about 
175 pupils, of whom fifty were in the Library Economy class. This 
was the largest class this course has ever had. The pupils were 
from fourteen states, about half of them being already at work as 
librarians or assistants, and attending this course to perfect 
themselves. 

Dr. Rolfe's courses in English were, as usual, very popular, and 
the language classes were marked by that enthusiasm in study which 
seems especially characteristic of the summer student.

ELECTRIC LIGHT IN THE LIBRARY. 

No more important or promising improvement has been made 
in the College Library since the new building was opened in 
1883, than the introduction of the electric light, which occurred at 
the beginning of February. The entire building has been wired, 
and with the exception of the upper floors of the book-stack, which 
are not frequented, provided with an abundance of lamps, completely 
replacing the gas, which has been shut off from the building. Not 
only is there great improvement in the matter of lighting, but, in the 
reading-room especially, where heretofore the air has been so heated 
and tainted by the gas lights as seriously to threaten the health and 
comfort of its frequenters, the better ventilation seems of hardly less 
importance than the better lighting. 

In the stack, two lights have been placed overhead in each of the 
narrow aisles between the cases, to be turned on only when in 
actual use. It is found that the books on the shelves are better 
lighted, and therefore can more easily be used in the evening than 
in the daytime. Under the old system, with no lights at all in 
the stack, the books were accessible only at the hours when 
both faculty and students were busy with recitations. The 
immediate effect of throwing the stack open in the evening is to 
elicit from many readers the question " How did we ever get along 
without this advantage ? " In connection with this improved light- 
ing the hours of the library have been somewhat extended, and it is 
now open every day (Sundays excepted) from 8:30 a. m. to 9:30 p. m. 
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For several years past the funds of the library have been so 
urgently needed for the increase of the more scientific and technical 
departments that general literature has been somewhat neglected, 
and the library has fallen behind as a place for the supply of general 
reading, including the newest books. This year the book committee, 
recognizing the necessity of a changed policy, appropriated $800, 
about one-fourth of the entire income, to the purchasing of books in 
general literature. New and handsomely bound sets of Scott, 
Dickens, Irving and Poe have been bought to replace the old and 
shabby sets that have done duty so long, and a large number of 
volumes were purchased to complete the sets of Stevenson, Kipling, 
Howells, R. H. Davis and other popular writers. A handsome set 
of the three great fine-art works of Ruskin (Modern Painters, Stones 
of Venice, and Seven Lamps of Architecture), with the original illus- 
trations, has also been added. The most interesting books on live 
questions of the day, the Philippines, the Transvaal, etc., have also 
been secured, and most of the leading new novels. The effect of this 
accession of good general literature has been marked. The number 
of readers frequenting the library and the number of books drawn 
have shown a decided increase, and the library is much more than 
before a favorite resort for entertainment, while still mainly a place 
for serious work. 



The allusion to Ruskin in the preceding paragraph is suggestive of 
the great lack of works on the fine arts in our library. While there 
is no art study, as such, in the college, it is of the first importance 
that our students should enjoy all possible means of aesthetic culture. 
Free access to a good collection of engraved or photographed copies 
of the works of the masters in painting, in sculpture and in architect- 
ure, supplemented by the best text-books and histories, would, for at 
least a considerable number of our students, prove means of awaken- 
ing and forming their tastes and of imparting to their education just 
the element needed to make it genuine culture. This is one 
point where the meagreness of our library is most noticeable 
and most difficult to remedy without a substantial addition to 
its funds. One need but casually visit such a library as that of 
the Pratt Institute in Brooklyn to feel most keenly our deficiencies 
in regard to this special department of our work.

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No reader of the Bulletin can fail to be impressed with the 
remarkable character of the list of names casually brought together 
on the two pages, opening together, of a subscription book, of which 
a fac-simile is printed on the opposite page. The subscription 
raised by means of this and similar books circulated in various 
parts of the State in 185 1 was for the purpose of erecting a build- 
ing for the college library and replenishing it with books. Up 
to this time the library had been fcept in one of the college buildings, 
and although it had come to contain some eight or nine thousand 
volumes it was in bad condition, ill cared for and little used. The 
erection of the observatory and cabinet (the octagon), and the gen- 
eral progress of the college in the early years of President Hitch- 
cock's administration, stirred up the friends of the library to do 
something in its behalf, and in 1850 the Trustees authorized the 
raising of this subscription. The subscriptions in Boston and vicin- 
ity were taken by George B. Jewett ('40), from 1850 to 1854 pro- 
fessor of Latin at Amherst. 

Other pages of the same subscription book bear such names as 
John P. Jewett, George W. Blagden, Caleb Gushing, Nehemiah 
Adams, C. A. Bartol, John S. Holmes, H. M. Dexter, E. N. Kirk, 
Samuel Appleton, Jonathan Phillips (J5500), John Tappan ($400)^ 
David Sears ($500). Other books were circulated in other local- 
ities, and among the objects exhibited in a show-case in the library 
may be seen the book bearing the names of S. Williston ($3000), 
George Merriam ($1500), and other large donors. 

Some of the subscriptions were payable in books, and when the 
amount of $15,000 had been raised, $10,000 was devoted to the 
erection of a building, and $5,000 to books. This building, be- 
gun in 1852 and completed the following year, still remains as the 
front portion of the present structure, the stack and other accessory 
parts having been added in 1882. 

This handsome response from Boston and Cambridge men, par- 
ticularly Harvard professors, to a call from Amherst, reflects a sing-^ 
ular change of heart in the twenty-five years since the granting of a 
charter to Amherst had been fought "tooth and nail" by the east 
end of the state. An interesting chapter might be written as to the 
causes of this. Probably nothing contributed more to the respect 
felt for Amherst in scholarly circles in 185 1 than the fact that its 
new president was Edward Hitchcock, a man of national and inter- 
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national repute as a scholar and a scientist, who had also won the 
esteem of his fellow scholars by the singular graces of his character. 



Dr. Hitchcock is continuing his labors on the collection of Col- 
lege "Memorabilia." As yet he has been able to secure only a por- 
tion of the class albums, the following being still needed : 1870, '73, 
'77, '78, '79, '81, '82, ^83, '84, 'Ss, '86, '87, '88, '90, '92, '96, '97. 
If any alumnus can put us in the way of securing any of these years, 
he will help us to complete one of the most important groups of 
memorabilia. 

To complete a set of the programs of commencement day exer- 
cises, these are needed: 1826, '27, '40, '41, '42, '43, '44, '50, '51, 

'S3, '58- 

The College library set of the Amherst Papers in Philosophy 
lacks Vol. I, No. i. This was issued for the class of 1886, and it 
is hoped that some member of the class may have a copy which 
he would be willing to surrender to the library. 



THE ALUMNI ASSOCIATIONS. 

The past three months have witnessed the annual meetings 
and dinners of most of the Alumni Associations. It seems a 
suitable time for publishing brief reports from, these Associations, 
and the secretaries of some of them have kindly responded to a 
request for such reports.

22. The attendance, about seventy-five, was the largest ever known 
at a Chicago Amherst dinner. E. F. Bayley, *68, presided. President 
Harris was warmly greeted, his presence being the occasion of the 
special interest in this meeting. Addresses were also made by O. 
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B. Merrill, '91, Secretary of the Boston Association, Rev. F. M. Car- 
son, '79, Mc George Bundy, '76, A. J. Hirschl, '73, Rev. Judson Tits- 
worth, '70, and Trustee W. M. Rowland, '63. The general tone of 
the meeting was one of great hopefulness and faith in the future of 
the college, much satisfaction being expressed with President 
Harris's plans for putting the modern studies more nearly on a level 
with the classics and mathematics of the old curriculum.

g. Young Alumni Association of Boston and Vicinity, 
The Young Alumni Association of Boston and Vicinity held its 
two regular meetings last year, one in May, and the other in Decem- 
ber. The topic for discussion at the May meeting was the new Tri- 
angular League, and representatives from the alumni of Williams 
and Wesleyan were present. The size of this meeting was not large 
owing to various reasons, but those who were there took active part 
in the discussion and it was clearly shown that there is a lively inter- 
est among the alumni in Amherst athletics. 

In December the Association met at the United States Hotel with 
President Harris as guest. There was a good crowd present and 
President Harris was enthusiastically received.

R. B. Metcalf, Sec. 
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10, The Connecticut Valley Association, 
The twelfth annual reunion was held at the Cooley House, Spring- 
field, Tuesday evening, February 17. A severe storm and freshet 
prevailed that day and the attendance was rendered smaller by the 
consequent interruption of travel. Sixty-one guests however sat 
down to the dinner. Dr. Hitchcock presided and President Harris 
spoke, followed by Rev. W. V. W. Davis, '73, of Pittsfield, President 
Rush Rhees, '83, and Rev. F. S. Hatch, '73, of Monson. Professor 
Emerson gave an account, illustrated with stereopticon views, of his 
trip to Alaska last summer with the Harriman expedition. Principal 
J. H. Sawyer, '65, of Easthampton was elected President of the 
Association for the ensuing year, and Dr. R. H. Seelye, '86, of 
Springfield, Secretary and Treasurer.

With the election of Dr. Joseph O. Thompson, '84, as Secretary, 
in 1893, or about that time, the Philadephia Association ceased 
merely to adorn the college catalogue, and began to indulge in a 
dinner. Before that year it is doubtful whether Amherst men in this 
neighborhood ever got together except on occasions of an unusual 
character. 

The way in which the alumni have responded each year to the 
dinner invitations, and the enjoyment of these occasions which so 
many have experienced, mean a good deal when one considers that 
a great majority of the members of this association are men who 
very rarely get back to Amherst.

This number of the Bulletin completes the first year's issues. 
We cannot but feel that it has been " a good thing." Evidences 
abound that it has been welcomed by many of the alumni as a 
means of promoting the fellowship that should exist between the 
alumni and the " men on the ground " at the college. That it has 
increased the interest of the alumni in the college and especially in 
the library is evident from the increase in gifts to the library and 
from the many expressions of a disposition to be of service in that 
way. 

About 125 subscribers have been obtained for the Bulletin; It 
is evident that this number is insufficient to provide for its support 
even with some income from advertisements. It is hoped that many 
more of the alumni will subscribe for the second year. This num- 
ber is sent as a specimen, with a blank for subscription, to some 
non-subscribers. 

The library has received several valuable donations in the last 
two months : 

Dr. Peter B. Wyckoff, '68, sent to the Librarian his check for 
$25 to be used at his discretion. With this amount a fine set of 
Victor Hugo's romances in 39 volumes, illustrated, was procured,, 
thus continuing the work of building up the library in the works of 
standard authors. 

George A. Plimpton, '76, sent eighteen volumes, most of them 
fine illustrated editions of Ovid, Virgil and other classical writers. 

CJeorge B. Knapp, '59, of Boston, sent sixty -six volumes of mis- 
cellaneous books. 
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Prof. Herbert B. Adams, '72, of Baltimore, has completed the 
library's set of publications of the Maryland Historical Society by 
sending four handsomely bound volumes containing the entire set of 
the " Publication Fund Series." Dr. Adams has been at considera- 
ble pains and some expense to complete these publications, some of 
which are becoming quite rare. 

From Geneva, Switzerland, Rev. Justin B. Kellogg, '60, has sent 
three interesting volumes containing reproductions of and annota- 
tions upon some of the ancient papyri preserved in the archives of 
that city. 



THE NEW CARD CATALOGUE. 

For ten years the library has been completely catalogued under 
authors, subjects and titles, in a card catalogue accessible to all vis- 
itors, and all new books have been entered at once upon reception. 
But this catalogue, while complete and good for most practical pur- 
poses, has become every year less satisfactory. It had been twenty 
years and more in the making and written by many hands. More 
than that, it was on cards of sizes not conformable to modem cata- 
logue usage. Two years ago the *• Alden Memorial Fund ", estab- 
lished by the bequest of Ebenezer Alden, M.D. of Randolph, Mass., the 
income to be employed in the "cataloguing and arranging of books", 
and which was originally $5,000 was increased to about $1 1,000 by the 
final settlement of Dr. Alden's estate. This increase in the funds avail- 
able for cataloguing made it possible to undertake the re-writing of the 
entire catalogue on cards of the " postal-card " size, now generally 
accepted by libraries as the standard, and the transfer of the cata- 
logue to a suitable case of modern construction and with modern fit- 
tings and appliances. Such a case was procured last January, being 
purchased of the Library Bureau in Boston, and having the features 
of convenience and elegance characteristic of this house, (of which 
W. E. Parker, A. C. '84 is one of the managers). All books received 
since Jan. ist have been catalogued on the new size cards, filed in 
this case, and a good beginning is already made on the copying and 
transfer of the older titles, a work which will necessarily occupy sev- 
eral years if done with due regard to thoroughness, the time of the 
whole library force being so largely occupied with current work as to 
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leave but little spare time to be devoted to an undertaking of this 
kind. Meantime this process is so conducted as in no way to inter- 
fere with the constant use of the entire catalogue. 

Attention should be called here to one of the principal reasons for 
now making this change, which has, so far, not been mentioned. 
This lies in the cooperative cataloguing work now being done by the 
American Library Association through its *• Publishing Section," 
which the present writer had the honor to initiate in 1886, and, with 
Mr. W. C. Lane, librarian of Harvard University, Melvil Dewey, '74, 
Hbrarian of the N. Y. State library, and others, to direct. This 
movement for cooperation between libraries in cataloguing grew 
out of the combination of about fifty librarians. for the preparation 
in 1877-81 of the new edition of Poole's Index^ which combination 
proved very effective and has been continued for the production of 
its several supplements and its complementary work the Index to 
General Literature^ of which a second edition is now in press. The 
" Publishing Section " is now furnishing printed catalogue cards for 
the most popular new books and for analytical entries in many com- 
posite and serial publications. The meaning of this will be better 
understood by reference to the example given below under the name of 
Adams, Herbert B. The cards issued by the " Publishing Section *' 
are of the size described above as standard, and, as has been said, by 
making the change in our catalogue these printed cards can be utilized. 

At the annual meeting of the American Library Association to 
be held in Montreal the present month plans will be brought for- 
ward by Dr. E. C. Richardson, A. C. '80, librarian of Princeton 
University and Chairman of the Cooperation Committee of the Asso- 
ciation, for a great extension of this cooperative cataloguing work, 
by means of which it is hoped that very nearly the whole of library 
cataloguing will be done in print for the benefit of all libraries and 
the same amount of money now expended in the various libraries in 
limited and inferior written work will procure in print very superior 
and comprehensive results, realizing to the public the truth of the 
oft-repeated statement that a small library thoroughly catalogued is 
better than a much larger one with no good guide to its contents. 

The economical advantage gained for the libraries generally in the 
preparation of tht elaborate and analytical catalogues now demanded, 
by the furnishing in printed form of a large share of all the titles 
needed, to take the place of their being laboriously reduplicated 
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from the books in each library for itself is readily apparent, but is 
much greater than would be supposed by one unfamiliar with the 
inside working of a library. 

The results of the new methods of cataloguing are well illustrated 
by the entries appearing in our new catalogue under the name of

Only about four of the above titles constitute books that would be 
found in the ordinary library catalogue. The others are papers 
appearing in various composite publications and brought to light by 
analytical cataloguing. Three of these are furnished by the printed 
card scheme referred to above. 

At another time an effort will be made to present as clearly as 
may be the present equipment and plans of the library as to the 
subject catalogue, what is here said having main reference to the 
catalogue by authors. W. I. F. 



TRUSTEES' MEETING- 

The annual May meeting of the Board of Trustees was held on 
the 25th day of that month in Sptingfield. Besides routine business 
the following matters were acted upon. Two vacancies on the 
Board caused by the death of Dr. C. M. Lamson and the resignation 
of Dr. R. S. Storrs, were filled by the election of Rev. Howard S. 
Bliss, '82 of Montclair, N. J., and George A. Plimpton, Esq. of New 
York City. The balance between the clerical and lay elements in 
the Board is preserved by the fact that President Harris is a clergy- 
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man while President Gates was not. Hon. John S. Brayton of Fall 
River tendered his resignation, which was accepted. 

The revised curriculum submitted by the faculty was unanimously 
adopted. The changes made by this action are in the main as fol- 
lows : After Freshman year, all studies are elective ; students are 
required to ts^ke five courses of three hours per week instead of four 
courses of four hours ; students may enter as candidates for the B. A. 
degree who ofifer only one of the ancient languages, provided they 
qualify in modern languages and other studies. Notice is to be 
given at once that after two years, Latin will be required of candi- 
dates for the scientific course, which will remove the remaining dis- 
tinction between the courses in arts and in sciences, when it will be 
merely a matter of option to the student which degree he will work 
for. 

As stated by President Harris in addressing the college the day 
after the Trustees' meeting, these changes represent a broadening 
and strengthening of the courses of study and of the work of the 
college. The tendency is to give increased dignity and importance 
to the modern language studies, including English, and the sciences, 
while not in the least detracting from the classics. The substitution 
of five three-hour courses for four four-hour courses, gives the stu- 
dent greater freedom of choice and makes it possible for a man to 
cover more ground in his four years. 

At this meeting the Kellogg fellowship was awarded for the sec- 
ond time since its foundation. Dr. A. H. Pierce, the first and present 
incumbent, now completing his term of seven years. The new 
incumbent is Mr. F. O. Reed '99, whose line of study is in the 
Romance languages. 



COHH£NC£H£NT WEEK. 

The program for Commencement Week is printed below. It is 
expected that the attendance of alumni will be large, special interest 
being taken in this as the first commencement season under the new 
administration. 

The exercises of Commencement Day will have much added inter- 
est from the fact that the recipients of honorary degrees will appear 
and accept them in person. 
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As usual, the Library will be alumni headquarters. The buildini; 
will be thrown open to visitors and it is believed that many will take 
pleasure in observing the various changes and improvements in the 
building, and in looking at the pictures and other objects of interest 
displayed on the walls and in the show cases in the stack. The 
remarkable collection of Memorabilia of the college brought together 
by Dr. Hitchcock with the financial assistance of Mr. F. W. Stearns 
'78, and in part bound at Mr. Stearns's expense will be on exhibition- 

At the alumni dinner, Hon. H. P. Field, *8o, will preside, and 
President Harris will be among the speakers, also Congressmen 
Knox and Gillett, Edward H. Fallows, '86, and President Rush 
Rhees, 'S^.

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The Bulletin enters on its second year of publication without 
having received the support in the way of subscriptions that was 
hoped for, and was seemingly to be expected. It has been warmly 
welcoined by many of the alumni, and has evidently done a good 
work in fostering an interest in the life of the college, especially in 
drawing to the library an unwonted number of gifts. It would 
seem that more than four per cent of the living graduates of the 
college would care to support the Bulletin by an annual subscrip- 
tion of fifty cents, but only that proportion subscribed the past year. 
The present issue is sent to many of the alumni who have not yet 
become subscribers, with a blank for return, and it is hoped that 
there may be a large addition to our subscription list. 



Rev. J. W. Lane, '56, has presented to the library, a MS. copy of 
the Latin hymn sung by a choir of students, of which Mr. Lane was 
a member, at the dedication of the College Library building (older 
portion), Nov. 22, 1853.

Jewett, who, as was stated in No. 3 of the Bulletin, secured in 
Boston and Cambridge the subscriptions for the Library from the 
notable persons whose signatures were there given in fac simile. 
The hymn is printed on page seven of this number. 
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COMMENCEMENT, 1900. 

This commencement season was one of rather unusual interest. 
The number of alumni registering their names at the library was 
444, 16 more than the attendance in 1899, which was regarded as 
phenomenal. This is about fifteen per cent of the whole number of 
living graduates of the college. A few figures with regard to this 
matter may be of interest. The classes holding reunions, and their 
(recorded) attendance, were as follows: '50, 2 ; '55, 7 ; '60, 14 ; '65, 
14; '7o>i5; '75> 19; 'So, 29; '85, 23; '86, 19; '90, 20; '95, 24; 
'97, 45 ; '99, 27. This leaves 186 as the number of returning 
alumni outside of the reunion classes. Of these the following 
classes were represented by more than 9 per cent of their living 
members, (excluding Amherst residents,) '94 and '63 each 15^ per 
cent; '84 and '69, each i3f; '82, 12; '91 and '73 each 10. The 
large extent to which the later graduates predominate in commence- 
ment attendance is shown by the following grouping of classes : 
Classes before '50, 6 or 6^ percent; '50-^59,21 or 9 J per cent; 
'60-69, 55 or 16J per cent; '70-79, 58 or 10 per cent; '80-89, 
117 or 16J per cent; '90-99, 187 or 25^^ per cent. 

On Sunday June 24, the College Church was crowded on the occa- 
sion of President Harris's first baccalaureate sermon, which* was on 
the text, Mark 10 : 40 : " To sit on my right hand and on my left," etc. 
and was a strong presentation of the truth that fitness is the 
only qualification for any place of influence or power. 

In the Hardy debate on Monday at 2 o'clock the question was 
** Resolved, that United States Senators should be elected by popular 
vote." The first prize was taken by Theo. S. Lee of Springfield, 
Mass., the second by W, E. Clapp of Danvers, Mass. 

The Kellogg debate occurred Monday evening, J. M. Wells, 1902, 
and G. H. Roehrig, 1903, winning the prizes. 

On Tuesday the usual class-day exercises took place, and many 
class reunions were held. The class of '50 was represented by two 
out of the six living members, in a reunion at Dr. Hitchcock's house. 
One of the two was Dr. D. W. Faunce, whose son is the new President 
of Brown University. The Commencement exercises on Wednesday 
gained interest from the new method of conferring the honorary 
degrees, the candidates being present on the platform and receiving 
their degrees in person. There was great applause when Miss 
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Woolley the new president of Mt. Holyoke college, the only non- 
graduate to be so honored, stood up and received her diploma. 

At the alumni dinner the guests taxed the capacity of the Gymna- 
sium to the utmost, but all found a place, and were treated to excel- 
lent speaking. Hon. Henry P. Field, '80, presided and made a 
stirring introductory speech. The other speakers were President 
Harris, Wm. S. Knox, M. C, '65, F. H. Gillett, M. C, '74, Presi- 
dent Rush Rees, 'S^, Hon. E. H. Fallows, '86, Hon. Tod Galloway, 
'85, and C. S. Whitman, '90. Mr. Whitman, speaking for the 
" ten-year " class paid a high tribute to the late President Seelye, and 
expressed the wish that some suitable memorial of him might be 
placed in the college. 



The class of 1904 numbers one hundred and twenty-four ; this is 
the largest entering class since that of '97. This year, as last, 
ninety percent were admitted on certificate. Sixty-nine, or a little 
over one-half, were fitted at public high schools, Springfield sending 
five and Worcester four. The following alumni, and possibly others, 
have sons in this class: Birdseye, '74; Dow, '74; Eastman, '69; 
Goold, '79; Jones, '65; Merrill, '67; Morse, '71; Richard- 
son (H. B.) '69 ; Whitcomb, '64. The class makes a favor- 
able impression as to the physical, mental and moral qualities 
of its members. Perhaps more than the usual proportion are men 
who have their own way to make in the world, and are seeking means 
of earning a portion of their college expenses. As has before been 
urged, nothing would be a better service to the college than the 
establishment of a fund whose income, to the extent of $500 
annually or more, might be used to pay students for work in the 
library, where there is much important work to be done of a char- 
acter suitable to such helpers. The superiority of this method over 
that of gratuities, by helping students to help themselves, is gener- 
ally recognized and often commented on, but nothing has yet been 
done to provide such a fund for Amherst College. 



The new General Catalogue of the college, which has just been 
issued, records 4,159 graduates to 1900 inclusive, of whom 184 are 
Bachelors of Science and 3,975 Bachelors of Arts. The corre- 
sponding figures in 1890 were 42 and 3,277, a total of 3,319. Dur- 
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ing the ten years the number graduated in arts was 698, in 
sciences 142. During that time 379 graduates have died, the net 
increase of living graduates being 461, and the total of living grad- 
uates 2,800, 2,625 in arts, 175 in sciences. Of the graduates from 
1 89 1 to 1900 inclusive, 114 are recorded as ordained clergymen, a 
percentage to total number of graduates of 13.6, or to total number 
of graduates in arts 16.3. Of the whole number of graduates of 
the college from the beginning to 1900, 29.7 per cent have gone into 
the ministry. Up to 1890 the per cent was 34.2, while up to 1854 
it was nearly 45, presenting a marked contrast to the 13.6 per cent 
(or 16.3 per cent if scientific students are omitted) of the last ten 
years. 

The marked change in the policy of the college as to honorary 
degrees is shown by the fact that only eight such degrees were given 
to non-graduates in the last ten years, while from 1881 to 1891 the 
number was thirty-six. Only two have been given in the last six 
years. 

In the last General Catalogue four names appeared of graduates 
before 1830 then (1890) living. Of the four one remains, Rev. 
Elias Riggs, D.D., of Constantinople, of the class of 1829. The 
next oldest graduate is Rev. E. W. Thayer of the class of 1831, and 
Prof. S. M. Hopkins '32, completes the list of those now living grad- 
uated before 1834.

It will be noted that of the present officers of the college, the 
President, three Trustees, the Treasurer and four Professors were in 
college at the same time, namely in the college year 1865-66. 

At the present time the Board of Trustees is constituted, with but 
one exception, of graduates of the college, which was never the case 
until the resignation of Hon. John S. Brayton the present year, and 
the election of a graduate in his place. On the other hand, there 
are nine non-graduates of the college on the faculty, a number 
never exceeded, even in the early days of the college when there 
were no graduates competent to teach, for then the whole faculty 
numbered less than nine. 



The College library has but little in the way of book rarities, most 
of the collection being what would be called a working library. 
Few libraries of such age and importance as ours have been without 
the gift or bequest of some private library rich in such books as dis- 
tinguish good private collections from public libraries. But we are 
not entirely destitute of books interesting for their age and rarity. 
Even " incunabula " are represented on our shelves by ten or twelve 
specimens. Some of the best of these came to us with the library 
of the Athenae (formerly Athenian) Society, which received them as 
a gift from its freshman members in 1836-37 (or 1837-38). Follow- 
ing is a copy of a memorandum, apparently contemporary, relating 
to this gift, lately found in the library : 

List of Antique Books Presented by Freshman Class, 1837-8. 
[This heading was originally written in pencil, and much later traced 
over with ink, whence probably arose the apparent mistake as to the 
class, which was doubtless that of 1836-7, i. e. of 1840.] These 
books were a part of the library belonging to the Carmelite Monas- 
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tery at Bamberg. When that Institution was broken up by Bonaparte, 
the library was sold at auction, and these books purchased and sent 
to this country by Mr. Marks, American consul at that place.

That a freshman class of those early days should have contributed 
to the library such a list of books as the above, their titles so sug- 
gestive of erudition, and their source such as it was, is certainly a 
most interesting incident in the history of the College. 



One of the most important single gifts the library has received in 
recent years will be the invoice of books in Spanish literature pur- 
chased in Spain by Professor Symington the past summer with $500 
given for that purpose by Hon. John S. Brayton of Fall River. 

The books have not yet arrived but are daily expected, and may 
be regarded as almost the beginning of our Spanish department, 
which has hardly existed at all. A considerable number of books 
in Italian literature have also been ordered which will considerably 
increase that department. 



The department of Romance languages is much strengthened 
with the opening of the new year. Mr. Arthur H. Baxter, who was 
born of English parents in Florence, Italy (his mother being a 
daughter of Wm. Barnes, the " Dorset poet"), and who lived for 
thirteen years in Italy, subsequently studying in France, Germany, 
and England, and later at the Johns Hopkins University, where he 
took the degree of Ph. D. in 1898, has been appointed assistant in 
French, while Mr. Ernest H. Wilkins gives instruction in Italian. 
The course in Spanish is continued under Professor Symington and 
attracts a large number of students.

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ECLIPSE EXPEDITION TO TRIPOLI. 

The following is a brief sketch of Professor Todd's observation 
of the total eclipse of the sun, May 28 last ; in a subsequent num- 
ber of the Bulletin a fuller report of the expedition may be 
furnished : 

The eclipse track passed almost centrally over the city of Trip- 
oli, thus affording a very favorable station ; and the nearness to the 
desert signified a clear day, almost as a certainty. Her Majesty's 
Consul General invited Professor Todd to make the Consulate his 
eclipse station, and all the instruments were mounted there, the con- 
struction of the building and the facilities of the town rendering the 
station an exceptionally favorable one. 

The day of the eclipse. May 28, 1900, was absolutely perfect, 
without a cloud to be seen anywhere. Professor Todd with the 
assistance of many residents of Tripoli had several photographic 
instruments brought into operation, by an automatic system which 
he had newly invented while there. The results were most success- 
ful, giving over 100 pictures of the corona in 51^ seconds, which 
was the rather brief duration of the total eclipse. Among the 
important results of the expedition was this, that the solar corona 
has a periodicity in its form, repeating itself at pretty regular inter- 
vals of about eleven years, following the spots on the sun in their 
waxing and waning. The corona of 1900, for example, is almost a 
duplicate of that photographed in 1878 in Wyoming, and in 1889 in 
California. 

Another important result achieved by the expedition was the 
demonstration that the telegraph can be effectively brought to the 
assistance of astronomers during the progress of a total eclipse of 
the sun. The eclipse was total as seen in Georgia about two hours 
and forty-five minutes of absolute time earlier than it became visible 
in Tripoli. By elaborate pre-arrangement with the ofl&cials of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company at New York, and of the East- 
em Telegraph Company in London, the lines were held open for a 
" rush " message at the critical time. Mr. Douglass, who was Mr. 
Lowell's assistant in Georgia, telegraphed the results he had secured 
immediately the eclipse was over. The dispatch was sent by way of 
Washington and New York to Penzance, England. Thence it was 
quickly repeated over the Eastern Telegraph company's cables, to 
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Gibraltar, then Malta and finally Tripoli, where Professor Todd read 
it about two hours and a half before the eclipse became total at his 
station. The complete success of this program was even more 
gratifying than was expected ; and although it was originated by 
Professor Todd for the total eclipse of 1878, and has been attempted 
twice since that time, the method had remained of doubtful utility. 
In the future it can be used by astronomers to notify their fellow 
observers of any discoveries, or changes in the form or brightness 
of the corona that would affect the success of the later observations 
and photographs. 



Mention has already been made in the Bulletin of the generous 
gift of Mr. Frank W. Stearns, '78, of Boston, to pay the expense of 
binding and otherwise putting in condition for reference and safe 
keeping the collection of past and current memorabilia of the 
College. 

There are now about 90 volumes of this literature in firm and 
handsome binding, with the college label upon them, and shelved 
accessibly on the lower floor of the library. Included under this 
head are complete issues of nearly every college magazine and 
paper, present and past, and many of them in their original covers. 
There are also many evanescent journalistic relics and efforts most 
of which were very short-lived, but yet telling of the times and 
events when issued, and which are significant of the then passing 
history of the college. Another branch is that of the archives and 
records, in chests and boxes, of associations, societies and organiza- 
tions, some of which passed away long years since. The records 
of many of the past classes and their transactions during both col- 
lege and graduate life have a prominent place among the memorabilia. 

Among the most highly valued of all the memorabilia is the por- 
tion consisting of class pictures and photographs of college build- 
ings, rooms and individual faces. These were first issued as 
daguerreotypes arranged in a frame and hung on the wall. Soon 
lithographs were substituted and from 1852 photographs and photo- 
lithographs have been employed to preserve the features of our 
graduates. 

Of the 51 classes graduating since 1850 we now have 33 albums 
or frames containing these portraits. They are for the classes of 
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'50, '52, '53, '54, '55, '5^, '58, '59> '60, '61, '62, '63, '64, '65, '66, '67, 
'68, '69, '71, '72, '74, '75, '76, '80, '89, '91, '93, '94, *95, '98, '99, 
1900. 

Of the years not recorded here we know but little, but the evidence 
is presumptive that every class followed the custom, but failed to 
deposit a copy in the Library. 

But our archives very much need these memorabilia for historical 
remembrance. And yet they are most difficult to secure, for the 
original edition is limited to the subscribers and the few voted by 
the class as they are expensive ; and hardly anyone is so loyal that he 
will surrender his only copy. Moreover when a father or brother 
passes away, the family would regard the class book and society 
badge as among the very last mementoes to be parted with. Even 
money will be no temptation. In spite of all these facts, it is most 
earnestly desired that every alumnus will use his efforts to secure 
for the college any copy of these missing links that may chance to 
be available, or at least to inform the librarian or Dr. Hitchcock 
when it seems likely that any might be secured by purchase if not 
by gift. 



Much satisfaction is felt throughout the college with the almost 
unanimous vote of the student body that the annual cane-rush 
between the two lower classes shall be discontinued, and the vote by 
a substantial majority establishing certain regulations for the fresh- 
man class-supper. President Harris has so conducted the discussion 
and action upon these matters as to consolidate and make effective 
the better college sentiment, and furnish a fine example of student 
self-government without a formal return to the " Senate " system. 



The next number of the Bulletin will contain the Annual Report 
of the Librarian for the past year, also an account of the November 
meeting of the Trustees. It is intended, as intimated elsewhere, to 
devote a share of that number or the following one to a fuller report 
of the recent eclipse expedition.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN FOR THE 
YEAR 1899-1900. 

Submitted to the Trustees^ November^ igoo. 
The year has been one of substantial growth and progress. The 
additions to the library were as follows : 

Volumes purchased (including 79 received by exchange), 13 13 

Volumes added by binding periodicals, etc., 459 

Volumes added by donation, 939

Pamphlets added (all by donation) 675 

The total number of volumes now in the library as indicated by 
the accession catalogue is 74,492. This is a larger number, by two 
or three thousand, than would be shown by actual count, as deduc- 
tions have not been made for a large number of cases in which vol- 
umes have been consolidated in binding, and some where duplicates 
have been withdrawn, especially those coming into the library from 
the defunct literary societies. 

In only one year of which we have record have' the additions 
equalled those of the past year. That was the year 1897-8, 
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when 2,898 volumes were added, of which, however, over 1000 

vols, were received in two gifts. The record of the past year 
as compared with the four previous is as follows :

By careful adjustment, on the part of the library committee, of 
the claims of the different departments of the college, the additions 
are well distributed over the various classes of literature. Recogniz- 
ing the serious deficiencies of the library (to which attention was 
called in my last report) in respect to good editions of the works of 
standard authors, the committee this year raised the appropriation 
for books in general literature to $800 and new sets were bought of 
the works of Scott, Dickens, Irving, Ruskin and some other writers, 
and many other books were bought outside of those required by the 
officers of instruction for the departments. 

The noteworthy thing about the donations during the year is that 
they represent an unusually large number of individual donors. 
The Quarterly Bulletin has manifestly attracted the attention of 
the alumni to the needs of the library and the acknowledgements 
there made of gifts have stimulated others to do likewise. Appended 
to this report is a full list of the donations received. It seems fitting 
to call special attention at this place to the following more notewor- 
thy gifts : Mr. F. B. Pratt, of the class of '87, purchased and pre- 
sented to the Library, the philological library of the late Dr. H. W. 
Hayley, of the same class. 

Dr. P. B. Wyckoff, *68, sent $25 to be used at the discretion of 
the librarian for additions to the Library, and a fine set of Victor 
Hugo's works, illustrated, was secured. 

Mr. George A. Plimpton, '76, sent 18 volumes, mostly fine illustrated 
editions of Cicero, Virgil and other classics. 

Prof. Herbert B. Adams, '72, supplemented his former gift of the 
Maryland Archives, by sending a complete set of the Maryland His- 
torical Society's Fund Publications, which are now rare and difficult 
to secure. 

Mr. George B. Knapp, '59, sent 66 volumes of miscellaneous 
books. 
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Nothing is a cause of more regret to the librarian than the failure 
on the part of so many of the alumni to respond to the requests, 
many times sent out, that all graduates should keep the Library 
supplied with copies of their own publications. While there is 
seldom a refusal to furnish these, there is too often an apparent 
apathy on the subject, which seems inconsistent with warm interest 
in Alma Mater, as well as with an enlightened self-interest which 
would dictate the completion of one's literary record through secur- 
ing the preservation in the college Library of all such publications, 
many of them ephemeral. 

The usefulness of the Library was very greatly enhanced during 
the past year by the introduction of electric lights. As a result the 
book-stack was kept open evenings beginning in February, and has 
been much frequented, the electric light in the passages between the 
stacks being more serviceable than the daylight, which with difficulty 
penetrates the interior of the structure. Five lamps proved sufficient 
for the general lighting of the stack, and others are turned on only as 
individually needed. The same practice has been followed in the 
reading-room, and the improvement both in the lighting facilities 
and in the ventilation of the room by the substitution of electric 
light for gas has been very marked. 

In January the process of re-copying the card catalogue was 
commenced, being rendered necessary by our adoption of the stan- 
dard size of card, employed by the libraries engaged in cooperative 
cataloging. By the change we are enabled to profit by this co-opera- 
tive scheme in the securing of much printed catalogue material 
making a greatly improved catalogue at a fraction of the expense of 
the same work done by hand. The new catalogue is immediately 
available as covering a portion of the Library, particularly the new 
books, and the process of copying the old material will be carried 
forward with no interference with the constant usefulness of the cat- 
alogue. For a number of years we have been in the enviable posi- 
tion, as compared with many other libraries, of having our entire 
collection completely catalogued and all accessions promptly entered. 
At the same time there has been constant improvement in the classi- 
fication and arrangement of the books, facilitating greatly the work 
of those who consult the books at the shelves. 

The one purpose in all this work is to come as near as possible to 
the ideal of a library useful to its utmost capacity, in which whatever 
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material exists that is of value to the reader on a given subject is 
immediately and fully available. 

The amount of detailed work involved in keeping a rapidly-grow- 
ing library up to this point of efficiency is comprehensible only to 
those on the inside. The extent to which this kind of work 
needs to be done by experts makes the problem of accomplishing it 
with student assistants one of considerable difficulty. And most of 
the helpers available to us for this work are of that kind, being stu- 
dents in the college, of pupils in library work who receive only their 
experience as wages. 

Your attention is called to the fact that for the last two years the 
library salary-list has been about $700 per year less than for a good 
many years before. The slight increase in Alden Fund income 
(about $150) is the only thing to offset this reduction, and it is to be 
hoped that when somewhat larger expenditure for library service is 
called for, as it must be before many years, the saving made during 
these years will be placed to the Library's credit. 

The recorded circulation of books from the library during the year 
was 9,017 as against 8,097 last year, a gain of about 12 per cent, 
the largest gain on record. This was to have been expected as a 
result of the opening of the book-stack in the evening, and of the 
addition of a larger number of popular books. 

MISSING BOOKS. 

In several of my former reports I have spo^pn of the considerable 
number of disappearances and displacements of books in the stack 
as reason for questioning whether the principle of free access of all 
readers to the book shelves is justifying itself in practice. Every 
year the whole Library is carefully compared with the shelf lists and 
all books absent from their places and not accounted for are noted 
The lists thus made are constantly revised and many of the entries 
are erased as the missing books appear. Ultimately these lists are 
consolidated in the standing list of missing books, which represents 
all that seem to have disappeared since the present shelf-lists were 
made out, most of them dating back to 1876. The number of 
entries on this list is now 739, which would represent an average of 
about 30 missing volumes a year since 1876. The niraiber of 
entries in the list made at the last examination now stands at 175, 
but an examination of the list satisfies me that a large share of them 
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are due to displacements, and to some confusion arising from the 
changes now being made in the classification. There is no reason 
to believe that there is any increase in the number of books actually 
lost, which may be set down as about 30 per year as shown above. 
At least one-half of this loss is from books placed in the reading 
room for the use of classes doing special reading; from these 
shelves books are not infrequently taken away surreptitiously and 
then retained, probably for the reason that their return might involve 
the detection of the offender. 

Fortunately most of the losses are of small and inexpensive books 
and they are not seriously felt. I am not of the opinion that they 
constitute a reason for restricting the free access to the library 
which has been allowed, especially as it is doubtful whether such 
restriction could be made effective in preventing the losses.

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In connection with the above list of donations during the last 
college year it seems fitting to acknowledge the good response 
on the part of the alumni to the request, sent out with the last gen- 
eral catalogue, for college and personal memorabilia. Not far from 
one hundred responses were received. It will be noted, however, 
that this is a small proportion of all our graduates and that there 
must be many more who could enrich our archives with their per- 
sonal productions or with some interesting memorabilia of the 
college. 



A Romance Club has been organized recently with a view to sup- 
plementing the work of the class room by what corresponds to labo- 
tory work in the sciences. The East Room on the ground floor of 
the Chapel building has been handsomely painted for the use of the 
Club, whose membership at present is something over forty-five, and 
the interest of friends has already been shown by various gifts for 
the decoration of the walls. As already hinted the idea of the Club 
is to make the Romance tongues * alive * to the student, to bring a well- 
known foreigner to lecture before the College every year, to encourage 
conversation in the Romance languages, and to stimulate interest in the 
subject by keeping French, Spanish and Italian dailies and illustrated 
weeklies on file in the Club Room. It is hoped that the graduating 
members may care to perpetuate their interest in the Club by giving 
a book with the name of the donor inscribed, so that, in time, the 
members may have a library of their own. Of course English is 
forbidden in the Club Room, but that is about the only restriction. 

And speaking of the Romance Club reminds us that the Spanish 
books purchased last summer by Professor Symington, with the $500 
given for that purpose by Mr. John S. Brayton, have arrived, 
some two hundred and eighty volumes in all, and are ready for use. 
Perhaps the two most noteworthy titles in the list are the well-known 
Rivadeneyra collection of Spanish classics, in seventy-one large 
octavo volumes, and the twenty-six volume encyclopedia-dictionary 
of Montaner. There are, besides, a number of grammars, diction- 
aries, and books of reference but, as was to be expected, inasmuch 
as they are primarily for the use of students, the great majority of 
the books are by nineteenth century writers like Gald6s, — the Spanish 
Balzac, — Valera, Pereda, Alarc6n and Valdbs. Not the least inter- 
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esting items in the list are a handsome geography and map of the 
Peninsula. With very few exceptions the volumes are uniformly 
bound in an odd but attractive light mottled sheepskin quite differ- 
ent from what we are accustomed to see in this country or in France. 



The Memorabilia Alcove is still crying "give, give." We are 
grateful for many bunches and slips of printed matter which the 
alumni have sent to us, and some of them are of great value. In 
nearly every lot there has been at least one scrap which we really 
wanted. 

We are reaching out our hands still for the pictures of the men 
who were once here ; class albums especially. Of the 5 1 possible, 
we still are short 18. And the years wanted are '51, '70, '73, '77, 
'78, '79, '81, '82, 'S3, '84, '85, '86, '87, '88, '90, '92, '96, '97. This 
is a " second call " we know, but the first call brought us in one 
copy, and we hope the second will give more. We also want por- 
traits (photos or prints) of individual alumni. 

But more difficult memorabilia to secure are the badges of frater- 
nities existing or departed, and we are glad to say that we possess 
badges of the early societies, Alexandrian, Chi Delta Theta, N. L. D. 
and Iota Pi Kappa. These are very valuable as there probably is no 
other copy of at least three in existence. We however very much 
want the badges of the early forms of all the fraternities now exist- 
ent, for most of them are not the same as those now used and 
there is room for all the forms. The pugacious societies of 
Freshman and Sophomore standing, which existed between 1855 
and 1870 seem to have vanished like the manna of the children of 
Israel. These were the Alpha Sigma Phi, Delta Kappa, Kappa 
Sigma Epsilon and Sigma Delta. Besides there was a rather meteoric 
association existing 60 years ago known as 529. Some of these 
fraternities have left their books of record in the Library, but none 
their badges.

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This double number of the Bulletin will be the last in the pres- 
ent form. Its discontinuance is due partly to the small number of 
subscriptions received, and partly to its failure to secure admission 
to the mails as second-class matter, making it necessary to pay regu- 
lar third-rate postage on each copy. A somewhat different form of 
college publication would be admitted to this privilege, and if the 
Bulletin is to be continued at all, it will be in that different form. 

To volume tf of the Bulletin there were 127 subscribers among 
the alumni. Of this number only 40 renewed their subscriptions for 
the second volume, and only seven additional subscriptions were 
received. Plainly the publication could not be continued on the 
basis of subscription, especially as the small number issued rendered 
it of little value as an advertising medium. The expenses of the 
publication for these two years have been met to a large extent by 
gifts from two of the alumni. The Bulletin has been highly 
appreciated by those who have received it and has been the means 
of attracting some gifts to the Library, and of interesting many 
alumni in the Library and its work, especially in the Memorabilia 
collection, which has been materially increased and is still growing. 



The principal feature of the Bulletin — after the inauguration 
proceedings published in No. 2 — has been the geographically 
arranged list of alumni which is concluded in this number. This 
list in its successive parts has been gladly received by the alumni 
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who have learned from it what other mea were located near them. 
The list will be of value for a short time only, as the changes of 
location among our graduates are very frequent. Some of the larger 
colleges and universities print such a list of their alumni with each 
issue of the general catalogue, which is an excellent practice, but a 
somewhat expensive one.

Amherst College in Librarianship. 

In this as in other professions, Amherst is and has been repre- 
sented by men who have made their mark. Melvil Dewey, '74, is 
unquestionably the leading figure in the ranks of American libra- 
rianship, especially on account of his work in reducing it to a system, 
and establishing the first school for teaching it. His decimal sys- 
tem of classification has been adopted by more libraries both in this 
country and abroad than any other. He was the prime mover in 
the organization of the American Library Association, in which he 
has constantly held important ofiicial position, and also established 
the Library Journal^ the principal organ of the profession, published 
monthly, and now in its 26th year. 

In his present position, as librarian of the New York State Library 
at Albany, Mr. Dewey is the successor of Dr. Henry A. Homes, '30, 
who held the position for thirty-three years. 

Frederick Vinton, '37, was for some time employed in the Boston 
Public Library, later in the Library of Congress as first assistant. 
From 1873 until his death in 1890 he was librarian of Princeton 
University. Here again one Amherst man succeeded another, for 
Mr. Vinton was followed by Dr. E. C. Richardson, '80, who still 
holds the position and is recognized as in the front rank of Ameri- 
can librarians. 

Lucius M. Boltwood, '43, after being librarian of his Alma Mater 
from 1852 to 1863, was for a time an assistant in the Library of 
Congress, and from 1868 to 1875 was librarian of the Young Men's 
Institute in Hartford. 

Walter S. Biscoe, '74, was acting librarian at Amherst, 1878-83, 
since which time he has been associated with his classmate Dewey, 
first at Columbia University, and later in the State Library at 
Albany. 

George H. Baker, '74, was assistant librarian, then for ten years 
librarian, and is now librarian emeritus of Columbia University. 

Langdon L. Ward, '79, holds an important position In the Boston 
Public Library. Wm. C. Hawks, '85, is assistant librarian of the 
Hartford Theological Seminary. 
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Herbert W. Gates, '90, is librarian of the Chicago Theological 
Seminary. F. H. Bigelow, '91, is librarian of the N. Y. Library 
Society in N. Y. City, one of the oldest libraries in America and 
now an important institution. Wm. B. Child, *SS, was an assistant 
in Columbia University Library, and now for some years has been 
librarian of Union League Club in New York, while his brother 
Edwin B. Child, '90, is librarian of " The Players." Percy H. Tufts, 
'93, is an assistant in Harvard University Library. Robert S. Fletcher, 
'97, is librarian of the newly organized Carnegie Library of Brad- 
ford, Pa. 

This record, doubtless quite incomplete, shows that library work 
has in the past drawn many from the ranks of our graduates. The 
reasons for choosing this field of work are stronger to-day than ever, 
as the library interests of the country are so rapidly growing and 
becoming of large financial as well as scholarly importance. 

It is to be expected that an increasing number of our undergrad- 
uates will be looking forward to librarianship as their life work. It 
seems desirable that special encouragement should be given to such. 
While the college offers no course of instruction looking to librarian- 
ship, such a course is offered in the summer by the Librarian, and 
enrolls annually forty to fifty pupils, very few of them however being 
our graduates. Effort is being made to arrange matters so that work 
in the library, which is, after all, the best training, shall be given to 
those planning to be librarians rather than to those to whom it is a 
mere makeshift. It is to be hoped that such work, with a modicum 
of instruction in bibliography, may ere long be made to count for 
something in the course of study. 



The meetings of the Alumni Associations throughout the country 
during the winter and spring were noteworthy for their large attend- 
ance and their tokens of an enthusiastic interest in the college. 
President Harris attended many of them and was warmly greeted. 
At several he spoke of the tendency to shorten the college course to 
three years, indicating the action already taken by other colleges 
and forecasting the time when Amherst might find it necessary to 
allow students to graduate after three years* attendance. At the 
same time he, as well as other speakers, deprecated haste, wishing 
that the advantages of a full four years* course for all students might 
be fairly weighed against the apparent advantage of the shorter 
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course for some men whose aim is to specialize in professional study. 
In this connection attention may well be called to an article by Prof. 
Edwin Hall of Harvard in the Haruard Graduates* Magazine for 
March, the general purport of which is shown by these sentences : 
..." a generally established three-year course will compass little, 
if any, more than the first three years of a four-year course ; and 
. . . any attempt to obscure or alter this fact by requiring a large 
number of courses of study would be bad for the students, bad for the 
teachers, and bad for the reputation of the college." 



The resignation of Professor Sterrett to accept the headship of 
the Greek department at Cornell University marks the well-deserved 
promotion of one whose scholarship so distinctly qualifies him for a 
large university position that a college, with its comparatively limited 
field, could hardly hope to retain his services. 

It is expected that the Trustees will choose some one to assume 
the charge of our Greek department at their summer meeting. 

Professor Elwell is occasionally heard from, pursuing his studies 
and investigations in the East, and will doubtless come back with a 
large supply of new^ material to enrich his teaching. Similarly Pro- 
fessor Olds is pursuing study in Germany, and has selected a valua- 
ble list of books for addition to the mathematical department in the 
library. 



Prosessor Todd seems to be relentlessly pursued by the fates in 
the form of clouds which interpose between him and the sun at the 
critical moments of the successive eclipses which he goes to the ends 
of the earth to observe. Again on May i8th of this year, he caught 
only partial glimpses of the total eclipse from his station in the East 
Indies, while others not far away had cloudless skies. But although 
he was thwarted in his hopes of new results as to the corona, he 
secured good observations with the X-ray apparatus and the pohiri- 
scope, as the cloudiness was by no means complete. So his trip is 
far from being whojly fruitless. 



Professor Genung's new book " The Working Principles of Rhet- 
oric " has recently been published by Ginn & Co., and is already in 
use in the college. It purports to be a revised edition of Professor 
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Genung's former work ** Practical Elements of Rhetoric," but is to 
all intents and purposes a new book, much larger than the former. 

Professor Sterrett has nearly ready for publication his new edition 
of the Iliad of Homer, and Professor Wood will soon publish his 
metrical translation of the Odes and Epodes of Horace. 

The abridged edition of Poole's Index to Periodicals, 1815-99, 
and the new edition of the " A. L. A. Index " to General Literature, 
both edited by Mr. Fletcher, will be issued this summer. 



The usual May meeting of the Trustees of the college was held in 
Springfield on the 23d of the month. Only routine business was 
transacted. Mr. W. P. Bigelow was advanced to the • position of 
associate professor in German and music. Mr. A. H. Baxter, who 
has recently gone to Spain for study during the sunfimer is to be 
retained as instructor in Italian, and Mr. Ernest H. Wilkins as 
instructor in French. 

In addition to the $100,000 fund recently raised and devoted to 
increasing the salaries of the professors, several other gifts of 
importance were received at this meeting. It was announced that a 
friend of the college will give $25,090 towards a new observatory 
when a like amount has been obtained in addition. A gentleman in 
New York who withholds his name has given $50,000, the income to 
be divided, one-half being used to increase the salaries of associate 
professors and instructors, and the other half for scholarships. The 
Gibbs bequest of $10,000, to be used by the Trustees at their discre- 
tion, as a memorial of the late Wm. Austin Dickinson, was received 
but its application is not yet determined. Some $3,500 has been 
given by other friends for use in scholarships this year, and about 
$800 has been secured by Prof. Jonn M. Tyler for repairs and 
improvements of Appleton Cabinet which are now under way. 



The program of Commencement week exercises has been printed 
and copies may be obtained on application to the Registrar or the 
Librarian. 

The Baccalaureate sermon will be preached by President Harris 
on Sunday, June 23d, and the other exercises will be as usual on the 
following three days, closing Wednesday evening with the Reception 
by President and Mrs. Harris, and the Senior Promenade. 

At the Alumni Dinner in Pratt Gymnasium, Wednesday afternoon, 
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Mr. Wm. Ives Washburn, '76, of New York city will preside. 
Other speakers will be President Harris, Prof. Henry S. Redfield, 
and Hon. George H. Utter. 

Sunday afternoon Mendelssohn's Oratorio of St. Paul will be 
given in the College Church by a chorus of eighty voices, assisted by 
the college orchestra of ten pieces, and by soloists from out of town, 
under the direction of Professor Bigelow. This bids fair to be the 
leading musical event in the history of the college. 



It is evident that the rarest college memorabilia will be the class 
pictures, although for the past four years the graduating class has 
presented a copy to the Library. The appeal for them, which 
appeared in a late Bulletin, brought but one copy. 

One very rare object has, however, been presented to us by Miss 
Jennie Smith of Northampton, a parting card of the class of 1837. 
It is not known how many classes adopted this custom of printing a 
card with the simple number of the year upon it and using that as a 
memorial keepsake, but it was certainly done by the classes of '36 
and '37, though none exists of '36. The last one known belonged 
to Rev. P. T. Famell who received it from his father, Rev. J. E. 
Famell, '36, but this one was destroyed in a fire. 

The Library is very anxious to learn more about, and to get mem- 
orabilia of, societies and fraternities both now existing and those 
which have ceased to exist.
